Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : 

Another  calendar  and  municipal  year  has  passed,  and 
as  elective  officers  of  the  city,  we  today  have  taken  upon 
ourselves  an  obligation  to  administer  its  affairs  to  the  best 
of  our  ability,  agreeably  to  the  laws  of  the  state  and  the  or- 
dinances of  the  city.  The  oath  we  have  taken  imposes  a 
solemn  responsibility,  and  as  we  administer  our  trust  so 
ought  we  to  be  judged  by  our  fellow  citizens  who  have 
given  us  their  support  and  confidence.  It  is  a  time-honored 
and  grateful  custom  to  give  expression  to  sentiments  of 
gratitude  and  loyalty  which  occasions  of  this  kind  inspire, 
and  I  therefore  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  to  the  citi- 
zens of  Dover  my  heartfelt  thanks  for  the  great  honor  they 
have  again  conferred  upon  me,  and  assure  them  that  I  will 
exercise  whatever  authority  is  conferred  on  me  for  the 
benefit  of  all  the  people,  ever  mindful  of  the  trust  im- 
posed. 

We  are  entering  upon  the  fifty -fifth  year  of  Dover  as  a 
municipality.  A  long  time  a  city,  some  may  say  ;  and  yet, 
not  so  long,  if  we  consider  the  life  of  Dover  as  a  town,  run- 
ning back,  as  it  does,  into  the  seventeenth  century.  We 
have  about  all  the  privileges  and  appurtenances  of  a  modern 
city,  not  omitting  the  matter  of  expenditures,  which 
sometimes  seem  to  me   to  be  very   great  considering  that 
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we  are  not  a  city  of  the  first,  or  even  the  second,  rank  in 
population  and  resources.  And  yet  we  expend  a  great  deal 
of  money  in  running  this  municipality,  as  any  man  who 
fills  the  office  of  mayor  soon  learns.  Everything  costs 
money.  Nobody  performs  labor  for  a  municipality  without 
receiving  all  the  price  that  can  be  legitimately  charged,  and 
I  sometimes  think  that  many  of  the  charges  that  are  put  up 
to  committees  for  approval  would  not  be  paid  by  a  private 
individual  if  a  similar  bill  for  similar  work  was  put  up  to 
him.  But  then,  you  know,  cities  are  rich,  their  treasuries 
are  easily  replenished  by  the  taxpayer,  and  his  protest  over 
charges  carries  no  moral  or  legal  weight.  No  man  could 
run  his  private  business  the  way  most  cities  are  run  and 
make  it  a  success.  He  would  be  in  the  bankruptcy  court 
ere  he  stumbled  through  one  year  of  effort.  And  yet  our 
city  is,  or  should  be,  a  business  corporation,  run  on  business 
lines,  where  all  work  should  be  done  at  a  just,  but  not  ex- 
orbitant, price,  and  where  value  received  should  be  given 
for  every  dollar  expended.  No  one  should  be  paid  any 
money  out  of  the  city  treasury  without  earning  it.  This 
brings  me  to  the  point  of  stating  that  the  mayor  is  practi- 
cally powerless  in  the  matter  of  expenditure.  True,  he  has 
a  vote  in  some  of  the  commissions  of  which  he  is  a  mem- 
ber, but  he  has  only  a  vote.  The  amount  to  be  expended 
by  each  committee  is  asked  for  once  a  year,  and  whether  or 
not  the  city  gets  value  received  for  the  money  expended  is 
not  usually  given  that  consideration  one  would  give  to  his 
private  aft'airs.  The  mayor's  term  should  be  extended  to 
two  years,  he  should  be  given  a  salary  which  would  enable 
him  to  give  nearly,  if  not  all  his  time  to  the  office  ;  he 
should  be  consulted  on  all  expenditures  and  have  a  veto 
power  over  such  expenditures.  A  competent  business  man 
given  this  power  could  save  to  the  city  several  times  his 
salary,  and  I  believe  procure  better  results  than  the  city  is 
now  receiving.     This  is  my  candid  opinion. 

CITY    FINANCES. 

The  finances  of  the  city    are  in  good  shape.     We   are 
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more  fortunate  than  many  cities  of  the  State  in  the  matter 
of  bonded  indebtedness.  Our  bonded  debt  is  not 
excessive  and  is  growing  less  each  year.  During  the  past 
year  $12,000.00  of  the  ('ity  Hall  debt  has  matured,  and 
$5,000.00  of  the  Funding  and  Bridge  loan.  These  bonds 
have  been  paid  and  retired,  thus  reducing  the  interest 
charges  and  the  amount  of  debt  to  that  extent.  The  fol- 
lowing statement  will  be  of  interest  to  taxpayers,  as  show- 
ing the  net  debt  of  the  city  at  the  present  time.

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The  tax  rate  was  increased  by  the  assessors  on  April 
first  last,  owing  to  an  additional  burden  placed  upon  us  by 
the  State,  amounting  to  |;11, 887.00. 

The  State  tax  the  coming  year  will  be  decreased  some 
88,000.00,  which  will  probably  enable  the  assessors  to  again 
pJace  the  rate  of  taxation  on  a  two  per  cent,  basis,  or  less. 
I  shall  labor  earnestly  to  have  this  brought  about. 

Early  in  th^  year  my  attention  was  called  to  the  fact 
that  many  Greeks,  and  people  of  other  nationalities,  were 
paying  nothing  into  the  public  treasury  by  way  of  taxation, 
and  I  took  steps  in  conjunction  with  the  city  clerk  and  col- 
lector of  taxes  to  remedy  this  state  of  affairs.  The  names 
of  many  of  these  people  were  obtained,  and  the  collector 
was  able  to  secure  poll  taxes  from  a  large  number  who  had 
never  been  assessed  before.  The  number  who  will  be  brought 
into  the  tax  fold  the  coming  year  will  still  further  be  in- 
creased. Every  man  above  21  years  of  age  should  contrib- 
ute at  least  a  poll  tax  to  the  support  of  the  city,  coming  for- 
ward voluntarily  and  giving  his  name  to  the  assessors  in 
case  he  is  overlooked.  It  is  a  mere  pittance  which  he  pays 
for  the  benefits  received,  and  should  not  be  grudgingly 
given. 

A  large  amount  of  what  is  called  intangible  property 
escapes  taxation  in  our  city,  as  well  as  in  other  places  in 
the  State.  By  this  I  mean  private  property  which  is  not 
voluntarily  returned,  and  about  which  the  assessors  can 
know  nothing.  If  our  State  laws  in  relation  to  taxation 
were  amended  so  as  to  place  bonds  and  other  intangible 
propeity  under  a  lower  rate  of  taxation,  the  cities  and  towns 
of  the  State  would  benefit  very  materially,  as  a  large  per- 
centage of  such  property  would  then  be  returned.  They 
have  such  a  law  in  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Maryland,  and  in 
some  other  states.  In  the  city  of  Baltimore,  I  have  been  in- 
formed, several  millions  of  dollars  of  intangible  property 
has  been  returned  and  taxed  under  this  law,  which  had 
never  been  taxed  before.  Somebody  may  say  that  this  plan 
would  be  unequal  taxation,  but  the  fact  remains   that  in  no 
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other  way  can  it  be  made  to  yield  any  revenue  whatever  to 
the  State. 

An  additional  tax  has  been  laid  by  the  councils  during 
the  past  year  on  junk  dealers  and  moving  picture  exhibi- 
tions. We  are  now  very  much  behind  many  other  cities  in 
the  amount  of  revenue  received  from  these  sources.  Ports- 
mouth assesses  the  latter  one  dollar  per  day,  and  some 
cities  charge  more  than  that.  Barre,  Vermont,  I  have  been 
informed,  receives  two  dollars  per  day  from  each  moving 
picture  show.  Whether  or  not  the  present  rate  of  $10.00 
per  month  for  moving  pictures,  and  $25.00  per  year  for  junk 
dealers,  is  suflBcient  revenue  from  these  sources,  it  is  for 
you,  gentlemen,  to  determine.  Complaints  have  reached  me 
of  people  following  the  junk  business  without  paying  the 
city  license.  I  have  called  the  city  marshal's  attention  to 
these  complaints,  but  no  prosecutions  have  resulted.  If  the 
city  cannot  protect  its  licensed  dealers  it  had  better  open  its 
doors  and  let  them  all  in  "without  money  and  without  price." 

HIGHWAY    DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  has  done  more  work  the  past  year 
than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  city.  There  is  con- 
stant demand  for  work  on  our  streets,and  to  properly  do  all  of 
the  work  needed,  keeping  our  streets  always  in  good  con- 
dition, would  require  more  money  than  the  city  can  afford 
to  expend  without  increased  taxation.  The  fixed  charges  in 
this  department  take  quite  a  percentage  (»f  the  appropriation 
before  a  cent  can  be  expended  on  our  highways.  This  can- 
not be  avoided  if  we  would  keep  the  department  up  to  a 
high  standard  of  efficiency.  Early  in  the  spring  a  new  boil- 
er and  appurtenances  was  installed  at  the  city  farm  on  my 
initiative.  The  old  boiler  was  condemned  by  two  inspectors 
as  unsafe  to  run  at  a  pressure  exceeding  sixty  pounds,  and 
I  would  not  take  the  risk  of  an  accident,  and  so  informed 
the  commission.  A  first-class  boiler  of  the  Massachusetts 
standard  was  installed,  and  will  stand  the  required  pressure 
and  do  good  service  for  many  years  to  come.    The  city    has 
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lost  three  horses  during  the  year,  two  being  killed  as  they 
were  old  and  had  become  useless,  and  one  dying  suddenly 
from  a  complication  of  diseases.  It  will  probably  be  nec- 
essary to  buy  one  horse,  and  possibly  two,  the  coming  spring 
in  order  to  keep  all  of  the  teams  at  work. 

In  the  sewer  department  an  extraordinary  amount  of 
work  has  been  done.  A  trunk  line  sewer  has  been  laid  on 
Washington  street,  and  lines  built  on  Mt.  Vernon,  Reser- 
voir, Ash,  Waldron  and  other  streets,  a  total  of  over  3,000 
feet.  The  coming  year  will  bring  other  sewer  requirements, 
some  of  which  are  of  a  pressing  nature. 

Many  of  the  sidewalks  of  the  city  are  in  bad  condition, 
although  a  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  on  them. 
The  clay  sub-soil  works  havoc  in  the  winter  with  our  walks, 
necessitating  a  large  amount  of  labor  in  repairs.  More 
permanent  walks  should  be  constructed,  particularly  in  the 
business  section.  This  policy  has  been  carried  out  to  a 
considerable  extent  the  past  year. 

The  last  legislature  made  an  appropriation  for  the  con- 
struction of  three  trunk  lines  of  road  through  the  State. 
The  eastern  line  will  pass  through  our  city,  from  Dover 
Point  to  the  Rochester  line.  The  State  pays  half  the  ex- 
pense of  the  construction  of  these  highways,  and  an  extra 
sum  should  be  added  to  the  highway  appropriation  to  enable 
the  city  to  do  its  part  in  the  construction  of  this  piece  of 
road.     It  will  prove  a  good  investment  for  our  city. 

A  new  piece  of  road  has  been  put  down  on  Central 
avenue  between  the  railroad  crossing  and  New  York  street. 
A  preparation  called  Tarvia  was  u&ed  as  a  binder,  and  the 
road,  I  believe,  will  prove  to  be  permanent  and  satisfactory. 
The  balance  of  the  street  at  this  point  will  probably  be 
similarly  treated  the  coming  year.  In  this  connection  I 
wish  to  say  that  a  certain  part  of  the  highway  appropria- 
tion each  year  should  be  set  apart  for  new  construction.  I 
have  never  believed  in  the  patchwork  policy.  So  far  as 
possible  permanency  of  construction  should  be  the  rule. 
That  portion  of  Central  avenue  lying  between  the  railroad 
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crossing  at  Fourth  street,  and  Orchara  street,  should  be 
paved  with  granite  blocks.  Macadam  road  between  these 
points  quickly  wears  out  owing  to  heavy  teaming.  The 
surface  is  being  continually  hauled  away  and  new  material 
put  on.  This  is  a  waste  of  money,  besides  being  a  nuisance 
to  our  business  men  who  justly  complain  of  this  way  of 
building  roads  with  its  resultant  dust.  If  the  road  was 
properly  paved  the  city  sweeper,  which  the  department 
owns,  could  keep  it  comparatively  clean,  and  there  would  be 
but  very  little  dust  between  these  points.  Recently  we 
have  had  "dust  storms"  on  our  principal  streets  of  large  pro- 
portions, which  have  done  damage  to  the  stocks  of  our  mer- 
chants as  well  as  making  it  exceedingly  uncomfortable  to 
our  people.  In  some  Massachusetts  cities  the  dust  is  kept 
down  by  sprinkling  with  oil,  a  fine  spray  being  deposited 
by  means  of  a  specially  devised  sprinkler.  The  cost  may 
possibly  preclude  its  use  here,  but  I  am  informed  that  the 
use  of  oil  makes  the  streets  harder  and  that  they  wear  long- 
er. I  shall  urge  upon  the  highway  commission  the  advisa- 
bility of  looking  into  this  proposition.  For  more  detailed  ac- 
count of  the  work  done  in  this  department  I  would  refer  you 
to  the  reports  of  the  highway  commission  and  the  superin- 
tendent of  streets. 

WATER    DEPARTMENT. 

There  is  a  serious  situation  confronting  the  city  in  the 
water  department.  Our  supply  of  water  is  limited,  and  it 
will  probably  be  necessary  to  look  for  an  additional  supply 
in  the  near  future.  Our  principal  source  is  Willand  pond, 
and  this  is  inadequate.  The  water  is  lower  there  than  ever 
before,  and  the  supply  constantly  growing  less.  There  is 
practically  no  water  shed  surrounding  this  pond,  and  we 
are  dependent  on  heavy  rains  for  replenishing  the  supply. 
The  past  season  has  not  been  prolific  in  rain  fall.  A  large 
volume  of  water  is  used  on  our  streets  for  sprinkling  pur- 
poses. This  supply  should  come  from  the  river,  or  some 
source  other  than  the  city's  mains.     To  relieve  the  situation 
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somewhat,  and  to  save  water,  the  water  board  recently- 
constructed  a  line  on  Atkinson  street  connecting  with  the 
Kelley  springs,  and  erected  a  stand  pipe  through  which  the 
water  wagons  could  get  a  supply  without  drawing  from 
Willand  pond.  The  stand  pipe  on  Tuttle  square  connect- 
ing with  the  pond  has  also  been  shut  off.  The  department 
has  also  adopted  a  rule  to  place  meters  on  houses  of  two 
tenements  or  over,  in  order  that  the  waste  of  water  now 
continually  going  on  might  be,  in  a  great  measure,  stopped. 
A  small  part  ot  the  water  used  for  domestic  purposes 
comes  from  the  springs  in  the  Hussey  field,  but  this  water 
is  very  hard,  and  complaints  continually  come  to  the  de- 
partment about  its  bad  taste  and  odor.  The  tilter  bed,  con- 
structed in  1908,  is  doing  good  work  in  removing  impuri- 
ties from  the  water,  but  nevertheless  there  are  constant 
complaints  coming  from  the  houheholders.  Some  of  our 
citizens  have  advocated  supplying  the  south  side  of  the  city 
from  the  Kelley  springs.  Engineer  Johnson,  who  was  em- 
ployed on  the  filter  plant,  has  stated  that  the  supply 
there  is  very  limited,  and  would  soon  be  exhausted  if 
pumped  into  our  city  mains.  Portsmouth  receives  its  sup- 
ply largely  from  driven  wells.  Possibly  Dover's  supply 
might  be  augmented  in  the  same  way.  If  the  cities  of 
Dover,  Sumersworth  and  Rochester  could  unite  and  run  a 
main  to  Merry  Meeting  pond  in  New  Durham,  providing 
water  and  land  rights  could  be  obtained  without  much  cost, 
then  the  question  of  an  adequate  supply  of  good  water  for 
all  time  would  be  settled,  no  matter  how  large  a  population 
these  cities  might  contain.  During  the  past  year  $11,506.01 
have  been  expended  on  extensions  and  improvements.  Of 
this  sum  $7,698.28  was  on  account  of  final  payments  on  the 
filter  plant;  extension  of  mains  cost  $877.00,  and  new  service 
pipes  and  connections  $1,272.00.  There  has  been  paid  on 
the  debt  the  sum  of  $5,000.00,  leaving  the  net  debt  at 
$287,000.00.  This  is  rather  a  large  liability  considering 
that  the  plant  has  been  in  use  for  over  20  years.      The  re- 
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ports  of  the  water  board,  the   superintendent  and  treasur- 
er, will  give  you  the  necessary  details. 

PUBLIC    SCHOOLS. 

The  public  school  system  is  the  foundation  on  which 
the  State  isbuilded  and  the  pride  of  every  American  citizen. 
Our  city  schools  are  second  to  none  anywhere.  Progress 
has  been  the  watchword  of  the  school  department,  and  we 
are  annually  turning  out  young  men  and  women  well 
grounded  in  the  fundamentals  of  an  education.  Every 
encouragement  should  be  given  our  teachers  that  they  may 
give  the  best  that  is  in  them  for  the  benefit  of  the  rising 
generation.  Our  high  school  has  grown  far  beyond  expec- 
tations since  occupying  the  new  building.  There  are 
nearly  double  the  number  of  pupils  than  ever  attended  at 
the  old  building  on  Chestnut  street.  Two  rooms  in  the 
new  building  are  used  for  grammar  grades.  If  the  high 
school  continues  to  grow  in  the  next  three  years  as  it  has 
in  the  last  three,  it  will  be  necessary  to  withdraw  these 
grammar  grades  and  place  them  elsewhere.  This  will 
bring  the  question  of  a  new  building,  or  the  enlargement  of 
some  existing  building,  to  the  attention  of  the  councils. 
The  evening  school  is  an  important  adjunct  to  the  city 
schools.  It  is  doing  splendid  work  in  preparing  our  foreign 
born  youth  to  become  good  American  citizens.  The  attend- 
ance is  large  and  pupils  are  eager  to  secure  all  the  advan- 
tages in  the  limited  time  given  them.  Of  course  the  even- 
ing school  cannot  compare  with  the  day  school  in  efficiency. 
Nevertheless  students  make  rapid  progress,  and  strict  appli- 
cation to  the  work  is  the  rule.  The  annual  report  of  the 
superintendent  of  schools  furnishes  information  of  vakie, 
and  will  well  repay  the  perusal  of  any  one  seeking  light  in 
this  department. 

We  need  one  thing  to  make  our  high  school  more  attrac- 
tive to  our  boys,many  of  whom  never  enter  its  portals,or  who 
stay  but  a  year  or  two  after  entering.  I  refer  to  manual 
training,  a  system  of  advanced  education  that  I  have  advo- 
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cated  for  some  years.  It  is  a  step  in  progressive  education, 
and  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  it  will  be  a  part  of  the 
curriculum  of  every  up-to-date  high  school. 

The  policy  of  the  school  committee  has  been  the  con- 
solidation of  the  outlying  schools  with  the  schools  of  the 
city  proper.  This  has  worked  well,  and  now  most  of  the 
children  in  the  outlying  districts  are  transported  to  the  city 
schools.  The  pupils  receive  greater  advantages  in  the  larger 
schools,  as  they  are  graded  according  to  their  efficiency.  In 
the  suburban  schools  this  grading  cannot  be  done,  and  the 
result  is  but  little  progress.  Transportation  of  children  in 
the  rural  communities  to  larger  schools  meets  the  approval 
of  the  best  educational  thought  of  our  time,  and  is  a  step 
fraught  with  good  results. 

THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

Second  only  in  iniportance  to  the  public  schools  as  an 
educational  factor  is  the  public  library.  This  institution 
has  been  in  our  midst  for  twenty-six  years,  and  for  five  and 
one-half  years  it  has  been  located  in  the  beautiful  new 
building  made  possible  by  the  gift  of  Andrew  Carnegie. 
This  edifice  is  admirably  suited  for  the  purpose,  and  its  in- 
terior decorations,  paintings,  etc.,  make  a  home  for  the  li- 
brary in  which  all  our  citizens  should  feel  a  just  pride. 
The  circulation  of  books  for  the  year  has  been  slightly  less 
than  in  1908.  There  has  been,  however,  a  steady  increase 
each  year  for  several  years  previous.  During  the  past  year 
the  scarlet  fever  epidemic  affected  the  circulation  to  a  great 
extent,  as  the  library  was  closed  and  all  books  called  in  and 
fumigated,  so  that  for  a  month  or  more  the  circulation  was 
very  light.  As  soon  as  this  epidemic  was  safely  passed  the 
circulation  began  to  gain,  and  each  month  shows  an  advance 
over  the  preceding  month.  The  city  has  in  this  library  a 
valuable  collection  of  books  numbering  over  36,000  vol- 
umes, rich  in  history,  biography,  travel  and  fiction.  Its 
reference  library  is  especially  valuable  and  is  consulted 
daily  by  all  classes  of  our  citizens,  especially  by  our   school 
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children  in  advanced  grades.  There  are,  however,  a  large 
number  of  our  p(^ople  who  never  avail  themselves  of  this 
rich  store  of  knowledge  which  lies  at  their  very  doors.  If 
these  })eople  could  be  induced  to  patronize  the  library  for  a 
short  time,  I  think  the  "  book  habit  "  would  begin  to  grow 
on  them,  and  they  would  wonder  why  they  had  not  acquired 
it  before.  Constant  accessions  are  being  made  to  the  li- 
brary by  purchase  and  gifts,  and  we  shall  soon  have  a  li- 
brary equal  to  any  in  the  State  in  number  of  volumes  and 
general  excellence  of  the  books.  The  reports  of  the  trus- 
tees and  the  librarian  should  be  consulted  by  members  of 
the  councils  in  order  to  acquire  further  insight  into  the  li- 
brary and  its  works. 

WENTWORTH    HOSPITAL. 

The  Wentworth  Hospital  is  an  institution  of  great 
public  benefit  and  its  necessity  in  our  midst  is  becoming 
more  and  more  apparent.  The  institution  is  managed  by  a 
board  of  trustees  composed  of  some  of  our  leading  citizens 
and  business  men.  The  immediate  conduct  of  affairs  is  in 
the  hands  of  Miss  Grace  P.  Haskell,  an  able  manager  of 
much  experience  in  this  line  of  work.  The  hospital  is  a 
source  of  expepse  to  the  city,  and  in  my  opinion,  based  on 
an  insight  into  its  affairs  gained  by  membership  on  the 
board  the  past  year,  will  never  become  self-sustaining,  or  at 
least  not  for  some  years.  The  total  revenue  from  patients 
the  past  year  has  been  $10,616.75  ;  appropriation  by  the 
city,  $6,000.00  ;  other  revenue,  $287.08.  Total  income,  $16,- 
903.83.  Expenditures,  $16,811.27.  The  average  number 
of  patients  during  the  year  has  been  about  twenty-one.  The 
cost  per  patient  for  the  year  has  been  $766.00,  or  $2.10  per 
day.  This  is  about  fifteen  cents  per  day  less  than  in  1908. 
The  present  per  capita  cost  is  quite  large,  but  I  cannot  see 
how  it  can  be  reduced.  On  the  contrary  the  number  of 
nurses  employed  theie  is  insufficient,  and  a  larger  number 
means  more  expense.  However,  the  institution  is  doing  a 
grand  work  in  our  community  and  at  a  cost  to  the  Individ- 
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ual  patient  less  than  can  be  secured,  at  a  private  hospital. 
While  being  a  city  hospital  it  cannot  be  considered  as  a  free 
hospital,  except  to  city  patients  who  are  unable  to  pay. 
Quite  an  additional  expense  was  incurred  the  past  year 
owing  to  the  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  which  prevailed. 
There  were  several  cases  in  the  hospital,  and  this  fact  be- 
coming known,  kept  many  patients  away  whom  otherwise 
would  have  been  treated.  It  was  necessary,  also,  to  employ 
trained  nurses  to  look  after  these  fever  patients,  all  of  which 
decreased  the  income  and  increased  the  expenditures. 

The  Haley  homestead  adjoining  the  hospital  is  now  in 
the  market,  and  should  be  owned  by  the  city  if  it  can  be 
purchased  at  a  reasonable  figure.  The  matter  of  its  pur- 
chase will  be  brought  to  your  attention  by  the  trustees,  and 
I  would  recommend  that  it  be  given  careful  consideration 
by  the  councils.  The  reports  of  the  hospital  trustees  and 
the  superintendent  will  give  you  detailed  information  of 
value. 

FIRE    DEPARTMENT. 

Our  fire  department  is  under  a  fine  state  of  discipline 
and  quickly  responds  to  every  duty.  The  city  councils 
voted  recently  to  purchase  a  combination  hose  and  chemical 
wagon  and  placed  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  mayor  and 
committee  oji  fire  department.  This  committee  recently 
closed  a  contract  for  a  first-class  combination  apparatus 
with  the  American  La-France  Fire  Engine  Co.,  of  Elmyra, 
New  York,  at  a  price  considerably  below  the  estimate. 
This  wagon  will  be  delivered  the  coming  spring,  and  will 
add  very  materially  to  the  efficiency  of  the  department.  In 
cities  of  the  smaller  size  where  this  style  of  wagon  is  used, 
it  rarely  happens  that  the  engine  or  hydrant  service  is 
called  into  use,  and  thus  the  damage  from  incipient  fires  is 
very  much  lessened.  The  more  efficient  our  fire  department 
in  men  and  apparatus,  the  less  liability  we  have  for  destruc- 
tive fires  and  the  greater  the  consideration  granted  oar  peo- 
ple by  the   insurance   underwriters  in  the  matter  of  rates. 
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We  have  had  no  very  destructive  fires  in  the  past  year,  al- 
though very  many  alarms  have  been  sounded.  Our  valua- 
ble city  property  and  manufacturing  industries  must  be 
given  all  the  protection  possible  from  destructive  fires,  and 
it  is  good  business  judgment  to  make  our  department  as  effi- 
cient as  our  means  will  allow. 

The  department  has  lost  by  death  recently  one  of  its 
most  faithful  men,  one  who  has  given  the  best  years  of  his 
life  to  the  service,  and  who  literally  died  in  the  harness.  I 
refer  to  the  late  William  E,  Rand,  familiarly  and  lovingly 
called  "  Billy"  by  all  who  knew  him.  For  over  twenty-five 
years  he  performed  his  duties  with  fidelity,  and  I  would 
recommend  that  a  suitable  memorial  be  adopted  by  the 
councils  and  placed  upon  the  walls  of  the  Broadway  fire 
station,  thus  showing  our  appreciation  of  faithful  service. 

PUBLIC    PLAY  GROUNDS. 

During  the  past  year  the  city  has  established  two  pub- 
lic play  grounds,  one  on  the  north  side  of  the  city  known  as 
Guppy  park,  and  the  other  on  the  south  side  in  the  Towle 
field.  The  former  was  generously  granted  to  the  city  by 
Mr.  Belknap  Guppy  without  expense,  and  a  net  rental  of 
$155.00  was  paid  for  the  Towle  field.  A  large  number 
of  our  boys  avail  themselves  of  these  play  grounds,  show- 
ing that  it  was  a  move  in  the  right  direction. 

The  public  schools  are,  of  course,  designed  for  children, 
but  are  primarily  concerned  with  only  one  phase  of  their 
development.  Cities,  at  least  of  the  larger  size,  provide 
parks  and  play  grounds,  and  more  attention  should  be  paid 
to  this  phase  of  our  city's  progress.  Whatever  tends  to 
keep  the  young  boy  from  loitering  away  his  time  on  the 
street,  thus  incurring  habits  of  indolence,  will  make  of  him 
a  better  citizen,  and  this  play  ground  idea  should  be  encour- 
aged. I  would  recommend  that  the  scheme  be  further  de- 
veloped, that  a  sum  be  appropriated  by  the  councils  for  the 
placing  of  seats  in  Guppy  park,  and  that  Towle 's  field  be 
again  secured  if  satisfactory  arrangements  can  be  made. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

The  general  health  of  the  comm unity  has  been  good 
for  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  In  April  and  May  we  had 
quite  an  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever,  some  forty  cases  in  all. 
The  disease  was  in  a  light  form  and  every  precaution  taken 
by  the  health  department  to  prevent  its  spread.  The  ex- 
ecutive officer  of  the  board  was  untiring  in  his  efforts  to 
control  the  disease,  and  it  was  largely  owing  to  his  work, 
and  that  of  the  city   physician,  that  it  was  finally  subdued. 

I  have  believed  that  the  collection  of  all  refuse  and 
waste  material  now  done  by  this  department  could  be  as  well, 
if  not  better,  done  by  the  street  department,  and  at  a  consid- 
erable saving  in  expense.  The  superintendent  of  streets 
could  make  a  more  effective  use  of  the  waste  material  than 
is  now  being  done,  as  he  would  know  better  where  it  could 
be  used  as  filling  to  the  best  advantage.  If  this  was  brought 
about  it  might  curtail  the  duties  of  the  executive  officer  of 
the  board  to  some  extent,  in  which  case  the  duties  of  some 
oth^officer  might  be  combined  with  his  at  a  saving  to  the 
cityyf^  one  salary.  This  matter  is  worthy  of  your  consid-

,  POLICE    DEPARTMENT. 

-WOdr!   , 

This  department  is  not  under  the  control  of  the  city, 
and  I  know  no  more  of  its  workings  than  any  other  citizen. 
The  officers  are  a  fine  body  of  men,  of  splendid  physique 
and  attentive  to  their  duties.  Good  order  abounds  through- 
out the  city  and  general  decorum  is  the  rule.  ^lost  of  the 
officers  have  seen  long  service  and,  of  course,  should  merit 
consideration  under  any  form  of  management.  Commis- 
sions are,  however,  wrong  in  theory  and  expensive  in  prac- 
tice, and  I  have  not  changed  the  opinion  I  have  frequently 
expressed  relative  thereto.  Local  self-government  is  the 
foundation  of  our  institutions,  and  foieign-appointed  com- 
missions have  no  place  in  purely  local  affairs.  The  expen- 
ditures in  the  department  the  last  year  were  $12,254.27. 
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CITY  HALL. 


The  city  building  is  getting  to  a  point  where  a  consid- 
erable sum  of  money  will  have  to  be  spent  each  year  for 
repairs  and  general  up-keep.  Some  parts  of  the  building 
need  attention  badly.  The  steel  ceiling  should  be  extended 
throughout  the  corridor,  as  the  plastering  is  getting  loose 
and  is  falling  down.  The  banquet  hall  needs  painting  and 
some  of  the  offices  also  need  attention.  The  item  of  insur- 
ance is  a  large  one  here.  The  underwriters  are  constantly 
exacting  more  rigid  conditions,  but  on  compliance  with 
their  terms  no  more  favorable  rates  are  granted.  The  past 
year  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  expend  several  hun- 
dred dollars  in  changing  over  the  electric  wiring,  placing  it 
in  iron  conduits,  etc.  These  changes  were  demanded,  aiid 
had  to  be  done  to  maintain  the  insurance.  The  rate  varies 
from  2  per  cent,  to  2  1-2  per  cent ,  and  the  building  is  cov- 
ered by  $125,000.00.  Receipts  and  expenditures  in  this  de- 
partment are  fully  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  city  hall 
committee. 

PINE   HILL  CEMETERY. 

The  ashes  of  our  loved  ones  who  have  gone  before  are 
deposited  in  this  sacred  spot,  and  the  city  should  see  to  it 
that  the  grounds  are  kept  in  the  best  possible  condition  at 
all  times.  The  trust  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  city  is  con- 
stantly growing  larger,  and  now  amount  to  $40,013.16, 
which  includes  the  Tredick  fund  of  $5,000.00.  There  has 
been  added  to  these  trust  funds  the  past  year  the  sum  of 
$3,339.00.  Most  of  the  income  is  devoted  to  the  care  of  lots 
specified  in  the  trust. 

The  late  Mary  A.  Ricker  left  a  legacy  exceeding  $10,- 
000.00  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  mortuary  chapel,  and 
plans  have  been  considered  by  the  trustees  for  the  building. 
It  will  probably  be  built  the  coming  year.  If  such  proves 
to  be  the  fact,  the  city  should  consider  the  removal  of  the 
old  schoolhouse,  now  used  as  a  ward  house,  which  would  be 
in  the  way  of  any  wise  plan  of  improvement  of  the  grounds 
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after  the  construction  of  the  chapel.  The  building  is  only- 
used  for  election  and  caucus  purposes,  and  suitable  and  con- 
venient quarters  for  such  purposes  could  probably  be  found 
elsewhere  in  the  ward. 

THE  MOTH  PEST. 

We  have  the  brown  tail  moth  with  us  in  increasing 
numbers,  and  his  twin  brother,  the  gypsy,  is  camping  on 
the  outskirts.  If  indications  can  be  relied  on,  these  pests 
promise  to  be  very  numerous  the  coming  spring,  and  it  will 
be  necessary  to  combat  them  early.  Last  year  the  work 
was  quite  effectually  done  under  the  contract  system,  and 
we  were  comparatively  free  from  these  pests  until  the  flight 
of  millers  in  August.  Such  a  shower  of  white  wings  as 
then  occurred  was  never  before  seen  here.  In  June  another 
insect  pest  paid  us  a  visit,  its  second  annual.  I  refer  to  the 
elm  leaf  beetle.  Spraying  with  arsenate  of  lead  was  re- 
sorted to,  the  work  being  done  by  contract.  Nearly  all  of 
our  noble  elms  were  saved,  but  I  apprehend  that  another 
battle  of  equal  or  greater  proportions  is  before  us.  Appro- 
priations at  least  equal  to  last  year  will  have  to  be  provided 
by  the  councils. 

CONCLUSION. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Councils,  let  us  work  together  har- 
moniously, giving  careful  consideration  to  every  measure 
presented,  passing  no  hasty  or  ill-advised  legislation  which 
might  not  prove  in  the  public  interest.  If  we  are  ever 
mindful  of  our  obligation  we  cannot  go  far  astray,  and  at 
the  end  of  our  term  we  can  congratulate  ourselves  on  con- 
scientiously working  for  the  public  good,  however  we  may 
have  proved  to  have  erred  in  judgment.

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Statutes  the  City  of  Dover 
is  empowered  to  take  and  hold  funds  in  trust,  to  apply  the  income 
thereof  perpetually  to  the  care,  preservation  or  embehshment  of 
its  public  cemeteries,  or  to  any  private  lot  therein.  The  first  de- 
posit received  by  th9  city  under  this  law  bears  date  of  October  22, 
1886.  An  amendment  to  the  city  charter  approved  March  13,  1895, 
placed  the  management  of  all  our  public  cemeteries  in  the  hands 
of  a  board  of  trustees.  At  that  date  the  trust  fund  account  ag- 
gregated only  $2,303.79;  since  that  time  this  account  has  rapidly 
increased  until,  at  the  close  of  business  December  31,  1909,  it  had 
reached,  including  the  Tredick  fund, »  (|5,000.00)  the  Woodman 
fund,*  ($429.16),  and  accrued  interest,  ($2,137.17),  the  gratifying 
total  of  $42,098.42.

A  part  ($13,000.00)  of  the  above  capital  is  invested  in 
the  cemetery  loan  at  3  1-2  per  cent,  interest  (local  banking 
rate),  the  balance  is  deposited  in  Savings  bank.  Each  de- 
posit forms  a  separate  and  distinct  trust,  subject  to  the  con- 
ditions under  which  it  is  received,  and  its  absolute  integrity 
is  guaranteed  by  the  city.

FOR  THE 


Suppression  of  Brown  Tail  and  Gypsy  Moths. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : 

The  appropriation  for  the  suppression  of  the  gypsy  and 
brown  tail  moths  for  the  year  1909  was  the  same  as  for  the 
preceding  year,  namely,  $1,200.00. 

The  indifference  manifested  by  the  authorities  in  some 
of  our  neighboring  towns  to  the  ravages  of  these  pests,  to- 
gether with  their  undisturbed  invasion  of  the  forests,  tends 
to  nullify,  in  a  large  measure,  every  attempt  on  the  part  of 
resident  officials  looking  to  the  ultimate  extermination  of 
these  destructive  insects. 

Only  through  continued  vigilance  or  the  introduction 
of  an  effective  parasite,  can  our  shade  and  fruit  trees  be 
preserved  from  annihilation. 

The  destruction  of  moth  eggs,  nests,  etc.,  in  the  outly- 
ing sections,  as  well  as  upon  private  estates  when  required, 
was  performed  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  com- 
mittee, while  the  highways  and  other  public  lands  in  the 
more  compact  part  of  the  town  was  cared  for  under 
contract. 

The  work  was  begun  early  in  the  year  and  continued 
as  rapidly  as  possible  until  completed,  yet  a  subsequent  in- 
vasion by  the  pests  foreshadowed  the  need  of  renewed  ac- 
tivity during  the  coming  season,  if  we  are  to  enjoy  im- 
munity from  the  ravages,  as  well  as  from  the  personal  an- 
noyances, incident  to  their  continued  presence  among  us. 

The  attempt  to  attract  and  destroy  the  insects  while 
in  flight  by  building   bonfires  in  various  parts  of   the  city, 
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was  made  early  in  August,  and  while  the  experiment 
proved  successful,  in  a  measure,  yet  it  failed  to  accomplish 
all  that  was  hoped  for. 

The  future  of  our  fruit  and  ornamental  trees  is  in  grave 
peril  from  these  destructive  agents,  and  only  through  per- 
sistent effort  on  the  part  of  the  authorities  and  property 
holders  can  we  hope  for  their  preservation.  The  gravity  of 
the  case  should  appeal  to  every  mdividual  who  owns  or  is 
interested  in  our  trees,  and  stimulate  them  to  concerted  ac- 
tion looking  to  the  ultimate  extinction  of  both  the  brown 
tail  and  gypsy  moth. 

The  appropriation,  together  with  the  revenue  derived 
from  work  performed  on  private  land,  aggregated  $1,364.79; 
the  expenditures,  11,202.66,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  hands 
of  the  treasurer  of  $162.13.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

Joint  Standing  Committee  on  City  Farm. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : 

We  have  endeavored  to  administer  the  trust  reposed 
in  us — the  care  of  the  city  farm  and  its  appurtenances, — 
with  due  regard  to  the  welfare  and  convenience  of  the  sev- 
eral departments  occupying  the  premises,  bearing  in  mind 
at  all  times  that  the  scope  of  our  usefulness  was,  in  a  large 
measure,  limited  by  the  ap})ropriation  set  apart  for  the 
maintenance  of  this  branch  of  our  municipal  system. 

The  city  farm,  with  its  substantial  and  commodious 
buildings,  is  not  only  conveniently  located  for  the  purpose 
to  which  it  is  primarily  devoted,— the  accommodation  of 
the  horses  and  general  equipment  of  the  highway  depart- 
ment,— but  it  also  embraces  an  almost  inexhaustible  ledge 
of  superior  road -making  material,  besides  a  large  area  from 
which  is  garnered  an  excellent  quality  as  well  as  a  generous 
quantity  of  hay. 

The  recent  introduction  of  electricity  for  lighting  pur- 
poses at  the  city  stable  minimizes  the  danger  from  fire,  and 
adds  materially  to  the  general  convenience.  The  installa- 
tion of  a  hydrant  in  close  proximity  to  the  buildings  during 
the  past  year,  not  only  provides  an  additional  safeguard 
against  disaster  by  fire,  but  furnishes  valuable  protection  to 
other  important  interests  in  the  immediate  vicinity. 

To  keep  the  buildings  in  repair  and  the  grounds  in 
suitable  condition, — properly  fenced  and  clear  of  bushes, — 
constitutes  the  chief  responsibility  of  your  committee. 

During  the  past  year  the  roof  of  the  city  stable,  as  well 
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as  the  interior  of  the  building,  has  been  thoroughly  re- 
paired, a  new  pump  installed,  and  improvements  made  in 
the  lighting  system.  The  grounds  have  also  received 
needed  attention. 

To  restore  the  ordinary  wear  and  tear  incident  to  hous- 
ing nearly  a  score  of  horses  necessitates  quite  an  expendi- 
ture for  lumber,  hardware,  etc.,  and  the  fact  that  we  have 
a  balance  of  $48.52  remaining  from  our  original  appropria- 
tion of  $225.00,  would  seem  to  indicate  that  only  necessary 
work  had  received  attention. 

For  further  details  as  to  the  expenditures  of  your  com- 
mittee you  are  respectfully  referred  to  the  published  report 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF    THE 


CITY   HALL  COMMITTEE. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: 

We  think  that  the  transactions  of  the  City  Hall  Com- 
mittee, as  well  as  the  condition  of  the  building  itself,  should 
be  given  careful  consideration,  consequently  we  submit 
herewith  a  detailed  report  of  the  operations  of  the  depart- 
ment, together  with  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  for  the 
calendar  year  1909. 

The  appropriation  for  repairs,  and  for  such  improve- 
ments as  were  recommended  by  your  committee,  was 
$700.00.  Following  is  the  expenditure  in  detail.  The 
heating  facilities  in  the  offices  of  the  city  treasurer,  asses- 
sors, and  supervisors,  also  in  the  orchestra  circle  in  the  opera 
house  have  always  been  inadequate.  Your  committee  early 
installed  a  large  coil  of  pipe  in  the  orchestra  parquet  and 
added  a  good  sized  radiator  in  the  treasurer's  office.  Later 
in  the  season  an  unused  radiator  in  the  banquet  hall  was  re- 
moved to  the  office  of  the  assessors,  thus  giving  to  the 
rooms  occupied  by  the  assessors  and  the  supervisors  all  the 
heat  required.  The  occupants  of  the  several  apartments 
appreciate  the  improvement  made,  as  it  has  been  extremely 
difficult  in  the  past  to  get  a  temperature  of  over  60  degrees 
in  extreme  cold  weather.  These  improvements  were  done 
at  a  cost  of  $135.00. 

In  renting  the  banquet  hall  we  have  always  recognized 
the  need  of  a  cloak  and  toilet  room  for  ladies.     Your  com- 
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mittee,  after  looking  the  situation  over  carefully,  believed 
that  at  a  reasonable  expense  changes  could  be  made  where- 
by the  required  rooms  might  be  secured.  Mr.  J.  E.  Rich- 
ardson, architect,  was  employed  to  draw  up  plans  and 
specifications  along  the  lines  suggested  by  the  committee, 
and  by  the  vote  of  the  city  councils  the  following  changes 
were  made.  The  unused  stairway  in  the  main  corridor  was 
removed  to  the  southwestern  corner  of  the  banquet  hall, 
giving  convenient  access  to  the  heretofore  unused  balcony 
and  store  room,  which  were  converted  into  a  reception  room, 
with  a  commodious  and  thoroughly  equipped  cloak  and 
toilet  rooms  attached.  The  hall  is  now  one  of  the  most  con- 
venient and  complete  in  the  city  for  reception  and  parties, 
and  being  entirely  independent  of  the  opera  house,  both 
halls  can  be  used  at  the  same  time  without  conflicting  in 
any  way.  This  improvement  was  completed  at  an  expense 
of  $300.00. 

To  complete  the  excellent  work  of  the  committee  of 
1907,  in  introducing  fire  escapes  into  the  building,  a  change 
was  needed  at  the  stair  landing  at  the  main  entrance  to  the 
opera  house.  The  former  heavy  and  cumbersome  wooden 
gates  have  been  replaced  by  a  set  of  folding  iron  ones, 
which  in  case  of  fire,  or  any  occasion  when  required,  can  be 
instantly  folded  into  a  ten  inch  space,  thereby  removing  all 
obstruction  at  this  important  place  of  exit.  This  change 
cost  $107.00. 

The  tax  collector's  office  has  been  thoroughly  renovated 
at  an  expense  of  $75.00.  The  board  of  underwriters  re- 
quired the  several  boilers  to  be  insured  and  this  necessitated 
an  expense  of  $50.00.  The  repairing  of  the  roof  around  the 
tower,  and  retinning  of  the  roof  on  the  balcony  at  Central 
avenue  entrance,  consumed  the  balance  of  the  appropriation 
for  repairs  and  improvements. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee received  a  letter  from  the  state  board  of  under- 
writers, calling  attention  to  the  unsafe  condition  of  the  old 
weather  covered  wiring  on  and  under  the  stage.     Owing  to 
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a  change  in  the  state  laws  governing  public  buildings  this 
work,  installed  when  the  building  was  constructed,  was  not 
only  unsafe  but  jeopardized  the  insurance  of  the  entire 
building  in  case  of  fiie.  Your  committee,  after  careful  in- 
vestigation, decided  to  make  the  change  as  required  by  the 
law  now  in  force.  This  has  been  done,  using  rubber  covered 
wire,  and  incasing  the  same  in  iron  conduit.  The  latest  and 
most  improved  fixtures  for  lamps  have  been  adopted,  mak- 
ing the  work  complete  in  every  way.  The  work  has  been 
done  under  the  direction  of  the  underwriters,  passed  upon 
by  their  inspector,  and  pronounced  entirely  satisfactory  and 
in  accord  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  several  com- 
panies. Your  committee  felt  that  it  would  not  be  justified 
in  ignoring  this  element  of  danger  to  our  magnificent  public 
building,  and  the  expenditure  of  $525.00  was  taken  from  the 
excess  earnings  of  the  building  after  paying  for  heat,  light, 
labor,  supplies  and  minor  repairs. 

The  regular  appropriation  of  $1,800.00  for  the  heating 
and  lighting  of  the  offices  and  corridors,  the  $300.00  for 
heating  the  police  station,  also  the  $200.00  for  rent  of  ar- 
mory, has  been  applied  to  the  purposes  for  which  they  were 
appropriated. 

We  herewith  append  an  itemized  account  rendered  by 
the  city  messenger  as  clerk  of  the  committee.  We  advise  a 
careful  persual  of  the  same.  It  will  be  seen  that  of  the 
$3,189.50  received  for  the  rental  of  the  opera  house, 
12,100.00  has  been  practically  guaranteed  by  the  manage- 
ment  of  the  theatre.  This  extremely  gratifying  result  has 
been  accomphshed  under  difficulties.  The  theatre  being 
owned  by  the  city,  cannot  be  leased  or  governed  under  con- 
tract with  the  Theatrical  Trust  now  controlling  many  of  the 
best  theatrical  companies.  The  management  is  therefore 
obliged  to  work  independently,  and  is  consequently  debarred 
from  producing  many  plays  it  might  otherwise  present. 
The  old  method  of  direct  rental  has  passed  by,  and  as  all 
producing  managers  play  their  attractions  on  a  percentage 
or  guarantee,  the  resident  management  is  held   responsible 
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for  all  rents  and  other  local  expense  involved  in  the  produc- 
tion of  the  performance.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE 


FOR     THE 


Suppression  of  the  Elm  Leaf  Beetle. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : 

Recognizing  the  destructive  tendency  of  the  elm  leaf 
beetle,  as  evidenced  in  various  Massachusetts  cities  where 
hundreds  of  beautiful  and  stately  shade  trees  were  defoli- 
ated and  ultimately  ruined,  it  was  determined  by  the  city 
councils  in  setting  apart  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars 
for  the  purpose,  to  check  the  advance  of  this  pest  in  our 
own  city,  and  protect  our  trees,  if  possible,  from  further 
molestation. 

A  careful  study  of  the  situation  early  convinced  your 
committee  that  the  purchase  of  suitable  apparatus  for  effec- 
tive work  would  not  only  make  a  serious  demand  upon  the 
appropriation,  but  that  the  expense  incident  to  the  operat- 
ing and  maintaining  such  apparatus  rendered  the  project 
one  of  doubtful  expediency.  In  fact,  were  the  work  to  be 
performed  under  direct  municipal  authority,  the  city  would 
not  only  be  compelled  to  depend  largely  upon  experimenta- 
tion, but  would  also  be  liable  for  such  damage  as  might 
occur  during  the  progress  of  the  undertaking,  either  to  per- 
sons or  to  property. 

Supplementing  extended  corresp  ondence  by  personal 
investigation,  your  committee  finally  entered  into  a  contract 
with  H.  L.  Frost  &  Co.,  of  Arlington,  Massachusetts,  where- 
by the  contractors  agreed  to  spray  and  otherwise  treat  all 
infested  trees  in  the  city,  and  keep  them  free  from  all  attack 
during  the  year  1909,  for  the  sum  of  ninety  cents  for  each 
and  every  tree  infested  and  treated.  The  contractors  also 
assumed  all  liability  in  the  premises,  and  filed  a  surety  bond 
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in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars   to  secure  the   faithful 
performance  of  all  contract  conditions. 

From  observations  made  at  different  times  during  the 
progress  of  the  work,  it  was  plainly  apparent  that  aggres- 
sive measures  were  necessary  to  insure  the  life  of  our  trees, 
as  the  insects  were  everywhere  in  evidence  even  in  greater 
numbers  than  last  year. 

That  the  work  performed  proved  generally  effective 
was  apparent  as  the  season  advanced,  and  that  the  expense 
incident  thereto  was  considerably  less  than  at  first  antici- 
pated is  evident  in  the  ratio  the  disbursements  bear  to  the 
sum  originally  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  committee.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF    THE 

Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Fire  Department, 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: 

Your  committee  has  held  weekly  meetings  throughout 
the  year,  at  which  time  all  matters  peitaining  to  the  depart- 
ment have  been  fully  considered  and  carefully  passed  upon. 

It  has  been  our  constant  endeavor  to  keep  the  expense 
of  maintenance  at  the  lowest  possible  point  in  order  that  a 
substantial  nucleus  might  be  created  for  the  ultimate  pur- 
chase of  a  combination  chemical  engine  and  hose  wagon,  an 
addition  to  our  fire  fighting  machinery  which  we  believe 
will  not  only  add  to  the  efiBciency  of  the  service,  but  will 
result  in  an  appreciable  saving  of  w^ater, — which  under 
present  conditions  is  worthy  of  consideration, — and  the  con- 
sequent damage  necessarily  incident  to  its  use. 

Supplementing  the  desire  of  the  committee,  an  appro- 
priation of  11,500.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  combination 
wagon  was  recommended  by  the  joint  standing  committee 
on  finance  at  the  November  meeting  of  the  councils,  and 
formally  authorized  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  both  branch- 
es of  the  city  government. 

The  committee  on  fire  department,  with  His  Honor, 
Mayor  Foster  added,  immediately  began  a  systematic  and 
thorough  investigation  of  the  relative  merits  of  the  various 
machines  on  the  market,  and  finally  prepared  and  sub- 
mitted complete  specifications  embodying  the  results  of 
their  conclusions,  to  three  of  the  leading  supply  houses  in 
the  country,  with  the  result  that  the  contract  was  finally 
awarded  to  the  American  LaFrance  Fire  Engine  Company, 
of  Elmira,  New  York,  the  lowest  bidder,  for  the  sum  of 
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$1,673.00,  the  apparatus  to  be  delivered  on  or  about  the 
22nd  of  March,  1910.  This  is  the  same  company  that  fur- 
nished the  chemical  engine  for  the  Dover  Point  district,  and 
the  conscientious  manner  in  which  every  obligation  incident 
to  that  transaction  was  fulfilled,  is  a  sufficient  guarantee 
that  the  material  and  workmanship  of  the  forthcoming  ma- 
chine will  prove  satisfactory  in  every  particular. 

A  certificate  of  deposit  covering  the  amount  of  the  con- 
tract was  secured  and  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  city 
treasurer,  and  the  item  charged  to  the  1909  account.  That 
we  were  enabled  to  transfer  $764.80  from  the  unexpended 
balance  remaining  to  the  credit  of  our  department  to  the 
purchase  of  the  apparatus,  requiring  only  1808.20  of  the 
$1,500.00  authorized  by  the  councils,  is  a  fact  which  we 
view  with  no  little  satisfaction. 

Of  the  $11,500.00  appropriated  for  fire  purposes,  fully 
seventy-five  per  cent,  is  required  to  meet  the  ordinary  salary 
list,  while  more  than  sixty  per  cent,  of  the  remainder  is  ap- 
plied to  the  cancellation  of  absolutely  fixed  charges  in  the 
general  scheme  of  maintenance,  such  as  the  purchase  of 
hay,  grain,  fuel,  maintaining  telephone  service,  steam  gong, 
etc.,  leaving  but  a  comparatively  small  sum  for  general  re- 
pairs and  improvements. 

The  work  of  the  department  during  the  past  year  has 
proceeded  along  ordinary  lines,  the  purpose  of  your  com- 
mittee and  the  board  of  engineers  being  to  maintain  the  ap- 
paratus intact  and  preserve  the  scope  and  general  effective- 
ness of  the  system. 

For  details  as  to  the  personnel  and  equipment  of  the 
department,  you  are  respectfully  referred  to  the  report  of 
the  chief  engineer.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF    THE 

Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Lands  and  Buildings. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : 

The  appropriation  set  apart  for  the  maintenance  of  this 
department  for  the  year  1909,  was  $800.00.  Of  this  sum 
we  have  expended  $324.47,  leaving  an  unexpended  balance 
of  $475.53. 

The  entire  amount  might  possibly  have  been  expended 
without  subjecting  your  committee  to  the  charge,  or  even 
imputation,  of  extravagance  or  misfeasance,  yet,  mindful  of 
our  obligations  as  servants  of  the  public,  we  early  de- 
termined that  only  such  outlay  should  be  authorized  as 
seemed  warranted  by  necessity  or  as  appealed  to  us  as  right- 
ly demanded  in  the  interests  of  practical  economy. 

That  we  have  been  enabled  to  keep  the  buildings  in  our 
charge  in  suitable  repair  during  the  year,  for  less  than  fifty 
per  cent,  of  the  sum  originally  regarded  as  essential  for  that 
purpose,  should  not  be  taken  as  a  criterion  for  the  future, 
as  we  have  been  especiallj^  fortunate  in  having  had  but  few 
calls  requiring  any  considerable  outlay,  either  in  time  or 
money. 

Briefly  summarized,  our  expenditures  have  been  as 
follows :  Lumber  and  milling,  $68.84 ;  hardware,  etc., 
$11.72;  painting  and  glazing,  $25.81;  plumbing,  $24.60; 
electrical  work  and  supplies,  $16.45;  cleaning  clock,  75 
cents ;  chairs,  $45.00  ;  water  heater,  $40.00  ;  carpenter  work, 
$91.30. 

The  heating  plant  at  the  Broadway  fire  station  has 
been  quite  seriously  effected  by  rust,  occasioned  by  imper- 
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feet  drainage,  the  sewer  failing  to  perform  its  proper  func- 
tions. 

Structural  conditions  render  it  impracticable  to  alter 
the  location  of  the  heating  apparatus,  and  the  introduction 
of  a  new  boiler,  or  the  thorough  overhauling  of  the  one  now 
in  operation  other  than  to  maintain  it  in  reasonable  condi- 
tion for  use,  seems  inadvisable  until  the  defect  in  the  Broad- 
way sewer  is  remedied.  As  your  committee  has  no  juris- 
diction over  public  sewers,  we  would  suggest  to  our  suc- 
cessors in  office  the  advisability  of  taking  this  matter  up 
with  the  board  of  street  and  park  commissioners  early  in 
the  coming  year. 

It  will  be  necessary  in  the  not  far  distant  future  to  pro- 
vide suitable  accommodations  for  the  chemical  engine  lo- 
cated at  Dover  Point.  The  value  of  the  above  mentioned 
addition  to  our  fire  fighting  machinery  was  demonstrated  at 
the  recent  fire  which  burned  the  toll  house  on  the  Ports- 
mouth and  Dover  railroad  bridge.  By  the  aid  of  the 
'  chemical,"  the  fire  was  quickly  subdued,  and  the  material 
loss,  as  well  as  the  inconvenience  to  public  travel  which 
would  naturally  follow  any  serious  damage  to  the  bridge 
was  happily  averted.

Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Lights. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : 

The  number  of  street  lights  in  service  January  1, 
1909,  was  as  follows:  Arcs,  140;  incandescents,  or  65 
candle  power,  36.  Two  incandescents  and  one  arc,  au- 
thorized by  vote  of  the  city  councils  at  the  November  meet- 
ing, have  since  been  installed,  making  the  number  of  lamps 
in  use  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  141  arcs  and  38  incan- 
descents. These  additional  lamps  were  located  as  follows  : 
An  incandescent  at  the  junction  of  East  Concord  and  Ham 
streets ;  an  incandescent  at  the  corner  of  Broadway  and 
Oak  street ;  and  an  arc  lamp  on  the  Durham  road,  at  the 
place  known  as  "Torr's  woods."  On  the  basis  now  existing 
the  cost  of  lighting  our  streets  is  $12,420.00  annually. 

From  inquiry  as  well  as  observation  your  committee  is 
of  the  opinion  that  Dover  is  as  well  lighted  as  the  average 
city  of  its  size,  and  that  we  secure  our  lighting  service  at  a 
lower  rate,  relatively,  than  that  pervailing  in  many  other 
localities  where   the  electric  current  is  generated  by  steam. 

The  following  table,  showing  the  population  of  the  ten 
New  Hampshire  cities  (exclusive  of  Manchester),  as  given 
in  the  last  general  census,  together  with  the  appropriation 
for  street  lighting  in  each  of  those  cities  for  the  year  1908, 
the  latest  data  available,  affords  an  opportunity  for  interest- 
ing deductions  :

That  the  lighting  service  could  be  improved  by  a  judi- 
cious trimming  of  our  shade  trees  must  be  apparent  to  any 
one  who  has  inspected  the  system  during  the  summer 
months,  and  we  respectfully  suggest  that  such  action,  con- 
ducted under  the  direction  of  a  competent  forester,  would 
not  only  produce  highly  gratifying  results  so  far  as  the 
lighting  of  our  streets  is  concerned,  but  would  also  prove 
beneficial  to  the  trees  and  add  materially  to  the  general  at- 
tractiveness of  the  city. 

There  remains  unexpended  of  the  1909  appropriation 
the  sum  of  $80.54.

The  department  has  been  unable  to  keep  its  expendi- 
tures within  the  limits  of  the  original  appropriation  of 
$2,400.00,  because  of  the  fact  that  an  outstanding  claim  in 
favor  of  the  county  of  Strafford,  which  has  been  in  dispute 
for  some  time,  was  amicably  adjusted  early  in  the  year,  the 
sum  required  in  settlement  being  necessarily  charged  to 
the  1909  account. 

The  amount  expended  for  groceries  during  the  year  is 
less  than  in  1908  by  the  sum  of  $159.63,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  the  price  of  nearly  every  commodity  has  ad- 
vanced since  that  time.  The  amount  paid  for  rents  is  con- 
siderably in  excess  of  last  year.  This  is  one  of  the  most 
perplexing  problems  the  department  is  called  upon  to  solve. 
How  to  meet  the  monthly  call  for  rent  is  a  serious  one  with 
the  impecunious,  especially  where  death  has  intervened  and 
imposed  the  care  of  a  large  family  upon  the  destitute  widow 
or  some  elder  brother  or  sister.  While  one  may  possibly 
economize  in  the  matter  of  food  and  fuel,  the  rent  problem 
remains  fixed  and  imperative,  a  constant  source  of  worri- 
ment  and  anxiety.  We  believe  the  department  is  fully 
justified  in  assuming  this  obligation  in  needed  cases,  not 
only  in  the  interest  of  economy,  but  because  it  is  in  accord 
with  the  dictates  of  common  humanity. 

Confusion  has  frequently  arisen  during  the  year,  owing 
to  a  general  misapprehension  regarding  the  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  the  overseer  of  the  poor,  especially  with 
reference  to  the  proper  "settlement"  of  the  applicant  for  re- 
lief. There  is  a  clearly  defined  division  of  responsibility 
between  the  city  and  the  county  in  the  administration  of 
public  charity.  This  department  has  absolutely  no  juris- 
diction over  cases  legally  chargeable  to  the  county,  and 
when  applied  to  for  relief  in  such  cases,  has  no  alternative 
other  than  to  refer  the  petitioner  to  the  county  commis- 
sioners. 
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It  now  is,  and  ever  has  been,  the  aim  of  the  department 
to  respond  promptly  to  every  call,  and  tender  immediate 
relief  in  all    cases  where  the    applicant  is  found  to  be  a 
legitimate  charge  against  the  city. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  thank  the  various  officials  who 
have  co-operated  with  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  official 
duties.

Committee  on  Poles  and  Wires. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Cottncils: 

Under  the  provisions  of  an  amendment  to  section  2, 
chapter  81,of  the  Public  Statutes,authorizing  boards  of  mayor 
and  aldermen  in  cities  to  delegate  all,  or  any  part,  of  the 
powers  in  them  vested  with  reference  to  the  location  of  poles 
and  wires  in  the  highways  to  such  agents  as  they  may  duly 
appoint,  the  committee  on  poles  and  wires  has  found  a  per- 
manent and  active  place  among  the  standing  committees  of 
our  city.  By  taking  advantage  of  the  above  provision  the 
board  of  mayor  and  aldermen  has  not  only  limited  the  cir- 
cle of  respo)isibility  with  reference  to  this  important  mat- 
ter, but  has  provided  an  easily  accessible  tribunal  before 
which  applications  for  extensions  of  the  system,  or  changes 
in  locations  previously  granted,  may  be  filed  at  any  time. 

The  policy  of  this  committee,  as  evidenced  by  reports 
filed  from  year  to  year,  has  been  to  correct  alignments 
throughout  the  system  and  otherwise  improve  conditions, 
as  well  as  to  limit  the  number  of  poles  to  the  lowest  point 
consistent  with  effective  service. 

The  following  changes  and  additions  have  been  author- 
ized during  the  year  : 

TWIN  STATE  GAS  &  ELECTRIC  COMPANY. 

One  on  Fifth  street,  near  Bunker's  coal  yard. 
Four   on   Belknap   street,  from    Hamilton   to   Fisher 
street. 
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One  on  Fisher  street,  near  the  junction  of  Fisher  and 
Belknap  streets. 

One  on  Washington  street  in  front  of  C.  W.  Hayes' 
house  discontinued  and  relocation  granted  on  Belknap 
street. 

One  on  Belknap  street  near  the  Emerson  property  dis- 
continued and  relocation  granted  twenty-five  feet  northerly. 

One  on  the  Durham  road,  in  the  Torr's  woods,  so  called. 

One  at  the  junction  of  Ham  and  East  Concord  streets. 

Five  on  Broadway,  continuing  the  line  to  Oak  street. 

With  two  exceptions  the  above  locations  were  rc^quired 
for  the  introduction  of  new  street  lamps.

Eighty  on  the  ToJend  road,  extending  the  system  to 
the  Dover  and  Barrington  town  line. 


Joint  locations  have  been  granted  as  follows : 
To  the  Twin  State  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  the 
Telepost  Telegraph  Company  on  the  outer  side  of  the  side- 
walk on  Washington  street  at  a  point  where  the  easterly 
side  line  of  Payne  street,  extended,  would  intersect  said 
location.  All  locations  within  —  feet  of  said  point  are 
hereby  revoked  and  annulled. 

To  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Com- 
pany, the  Twin  State  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  and  the 
Dover,  Somersworth  and  Rochester  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany, on  the  outer  side  of  the  sidewalk  on  the  northerly 
Bide  of  Washington  street  opposite  the  south-easterly  cor- 
ner of  land  owned  by  the  United  States  Government  and 
occupied  for  postal  purposes.

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : 

The  duties  of  your  committee  on  printing  are  largely 
of  a  perfunctory  character,  the  particutar  manner  in  which 
they  shall  be  discharged  being,  in  a  large  measure,  deter- 
mined by  long  establislied  custom. 

The  printing  and  binding  of  the  annual  reports, — pro- 
posals for  the  work  being  invited  from  the  several  printing 
establishments  in  the  city, — constitute  pratically  the  only 
transaction  of  consequence  in  which  we  are  concerned  as  a 
committee. 

The  marked  progress  manifest  in  every  branch  of  the 
printer's  art  during  the  past  quarter  of  a  century,  finds  its 
logical  reflex  in  the  improved  appearance  of  our  municipal 
publications. 

Although  many  of  the  expensive  features  which  char- 
acterize the  public  documents  of  our  more  wealthy  cities  do 
not  appear  in  our  annual  reports, — such  as  the  portrayal  of 
each  successive  stage  of  development  in  the  various  branches 
of  the  public 'service  through  the  medium  of  photogravure, 
or  half-tone  illustrations, — yet  the  context  as  well  as  the 
general  typographical  appearance  of  our  reports,  have  at- 
tained a  degree  of  excellence  of  which  we  have  no  call  to  be 
ashamed. 

The  price  per  page  for  printing  has  advanced  slightly 
during  the  past  few  years,  yet  the  proportion  of  increase  is 
much  less  than  in  many  other  branches  of  work. 

The  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  the  depart- 
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ment  for  the  year  1909,  was  1900.00  ;  of  this  sum  we  have 
expended  $812.01.     For  a  particular  account  of  these  expen- 
ditures you  are  respectfully  referred  to  the  published  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year.

Your  city  physician  has  the  honor  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1909.

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  city  physician,  as  ex-officio 
member  of  the  board  of  health,  has  been  called  into  frequent 
consultation  with  his  colleagues  on  the  board,  in  many  in- 
stances sacrificing  personal  interests  that  the  public  good 
might  be  promptly  conserved.  During  the  scarlet  fever 
epidemic  no  little  time  and  attention  was  devoted  to  safe- 
guarding the  public  from  the  invasion  of  this  dread  disease. 

As  the  calls  upon  the  city  physician,  in  his  professional 
capacity,  are  necessarily  numerous,  it  seems  desirable  that 
the  public  should  have  a  more  intelligent  understanding  of 
his  official  scope  and  responsibility.  It  is  not  the  purpose 
or  intent  of  the  ordinance  creating  the  department  to  estab- 
lish a  convenient  dispensary  where  free  professional  service 
may  be  indiscriminately  demanded.  Technically,  the  city 
physician  acts  only  under  call  from  the  overseer  of  the  poor 
or  in  cases  of  emergency  at  police  headquarters. 

No  little  time  and  annoyance  might  be  averted,  both 
for  the  physician  and  the  applicant,  were  petitioners  for 
professional  service  to  first  make  their  wants  known  to  the 
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overseer  of  the  poor  and  have  their  proper  status  (whether 
a  city  or  county  charge),  determined. 

In  the  matter  of  vaccinations  the  city  physician  has 
performed  his  full  duty  when  the  final  card  is  delivered  to 
the  patient  denoting  his  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  law.  So  many  calls  are  made  for  duplicates  of  these 
cards,  owing  to  the  carelessness  of  patients,  that  it  may  be 
necessary  to  exact  a  small  fee  for  such  duplicates  in-order 
to  reimburse  the  city  for  the  extra  time  and  expense  neces- 
sarily involved.

During  the  year  the  commission  has  held  its  regular 
meetings,  and  such  special  meetings  as  the  business  of  the 
department  required. 

While  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  felo- 
nies committed  in  this  city,  the  department  has  been  fortu- 
nate in  apprehending  and  holding  a  large  proportion  of  the 
criminals  committing  such  crimes.  Indictments  have  been 
found  in  nearly  every  case. 

The  policy  of  having  identification  cards  of  tramps  and 
prisoners  has  been  of  great  service  in  identifying  criminals 
for  police  departments  in  other  towns  and  cities.

CITY  MARSHAL 


To  THE  BOAED  OF  POLICE  COMMISSIONERS,  DoVER,  N.  H.: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the 
city  marshal  of  the  Dover  police  department,  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1909. 

The  number  of  prisoners  during  the  past  year  has  in- 
creased over  the  year  before,  and  the  number  of  lodgers 
has  decreased. 

Seventy  per  cent,  of  the  arrests  were  non-residents. 

A  considerable  amount  of  money  has  been  expended  by 
the  police  department  in  permanent  fixtures  for  the  station, 
among  them  a  new  safe,  which  was  paid  for  from  the  earn- 
ings of  the  department ;  also  two  new  Colt  police-positive 
revolvers,  an  office  chair,  and  a  sectional  filing  case  for  the 
clerk  of  the  police  court. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  an  improved  police  blotter 
was  adopted  by  the  department,  which,  in  connection  with 
the  card  system,  makes  one  of  the  most  complete  records 
kept  by  any  police  department  in  the  country. 

A  liberal  amount  of  ammunition  has  been  purchased  by 
the  department  for  the  use  of  the  officers  in  target  practice. 
Great  improvement  has  been  shown  by  all  the  officers  in 
their  marksmanship. 

I  want  to  thank  the  members  of  the  police  commission, 
as  well  as  the  officers,  for  their  loyal  and  ready  support  the 
past  year. 

Outside  of  its  regular  duties  the  police  department  has 
notified  over  one  hundred  persons  concerning  non-payment 
of  their  dog  taxes. 
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The  number  of  arrests  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1909,  as  taken  from  the  records  of  the  department,  was 
1,137,  of  which  1,097  were  males,  and  40  females.

At  the 
present  time  there  are  no  other  actions  pending. 

During  the  year  I  have  endeavored  to  file  reports  in  the 
office  of  the  city  clerk  on  all  matters  submitted  to  me  by  the 
councils. 

The  fees  collected  by  me  as  city  sohcitor  from  the  Su- 
perior court  have  been  turned  over  to  the  city  treasurer, 
and  his  receipt  taken  therefor.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

Board  of  Street  and  Park  Commissioners. 


Dover,  N.  H.,  December  31,  1909. 
To  THE  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Dover: 

Gentlemen:  The  Board  of  Street  and  Park  Commis- 
sioners have  conducted  the  affairs  of  their  department  for 
the  year  just  closed,  along  the  lines  mapped  out  in  their 
reports  for  the  three  years  last  past.  We  feel  that  this  has 
been  a  great  advantage  to  the  city,  and  that  continuity  in 
service  has  been  demonstrated  to  have  been  a  success. 

Interest  in  our  meetings  has  been  maintained  and  out  of 
our  twenty-four  regular  meetings,  at  twenty-one  the  full 
board  has  been  present.  A  larger  number  of  special  meet- 
ings, hearings,  views  and  tours  ^of  inspection  were  had  than 
ever  before,  and  more  work  has  been  done  by  the  department 
than  in  any  previous  year. 

As  has  been  our  invariable  custom,  we  had  all  out  steam 
boilers  overhauled  and  inspected  in  the  Spring.  Our  Mr. 
Patterson  reported  to  us  that  the  crusher  boiler  was  no  longer 
safe  for  a  working  pressure  of  70  lbs.  Consequently  a  new 
boiler  was  at  once  installed  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $750.00. 
This  was  an  item  not  contemplated  in  our  original  appropria- 
tion, but  upon  a  statement  of  facts  to  your  Honorable  body 
we  were  at  once  reimbursed. 

Our  annual  inventory  was  taken  on  April  3  and  a  copy 
spread  upon  our  records.  A  tour  of  inspection  of  the  outside 
roads  was  made  on  June  25  and  another  on  October  5. 

From  January  1  to  April  3  the  office  of  superintendent  of 
streets  was  held  by  Mr.  Frank  M.  Libby,  who  on  that  date 
was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Isaac  L.  Lucas,  the  present  incumbent. 
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Their  detailed  reports  for  the  periods  of  their  respective  in- 
cumbencies are  hereto  annexed  and  to  which  reference  may 
be  made. 

Permanent  work  on  the  roads  of  the  outside  districts 
has  been  done  on  the  Knox  Marsh  road  from  the  Madbury 
Hne  to  the  foot  of  the  Twombly  hill,  on  Glenwood  avenue  for 
its  entire  length,  and  on  tte  Tolend  road  at  the  Winkley  hill . 
The  Dover  Point  road  is  in  bad  shape  in  some  places.  This 
thoroughfare  has  recently  been  made  a  part  of  the  State 
trunk  hne,  for  which  the  State  will  pay  one-half  the  cost  of 
construction.  As  the  construction  of  this  trunk  line  is  a 
business  proposition  that  the  city  cannot  afford  to  overlook, 
we  have  done  as  httle  as  possible  to  this  road  until  the  coun- 
cils make  a  special  appropriation,  which  we  recommend  to 
be  for  not  less  than  $10,000.00.  In  the  city  proper  macada- 
mizing has  been  done  on  Central  avenue,  Roosevelt  avenue, 
Washington  and  Court  streets. 

No  extensive  bridge  repairs  were  necessary  but  a  very 
considerable  amount  of  planking  was  laid  and  the  lower 
Washington  street  bridge  was  painted. 

An  exceedingly  expensive  and  unlooked-for  job  came  up 
at  the  very  last  moment  in  the  curbing  around  the  new  govern 
ment  lot  on  Washington,  Walnut  and  Orchard  streets.  Eight 
large  trees  had  to  be  cut  down  and  the  stumps  removed  at  a 
very  heavy  cost.  Many  other  old  trees  had  to  be  cut  down 
and  removed  throughout  the  city  this  year,  notably  those 
opposite  the  new  Orpheum  Theatre  and  opposite  the  Morrill 
block  addition  on  Second  street,  so  that  at  least  $500.00  has 
been  laid  out  for  this  item  alone. 

Two  important  sewer  jobs  were  completed  early  in  the 
year.  The  long  standing  nuisance  on  Home  street  was,  at 
the  earnest  solicitation  of  our  Health  Officer,  abated,  even 
though  for  over  one-half  the  entire  length  the  pipe  had  to  be 
laid  through  the  solid  ledge. 

The  Washington  street  trunk  line  was  completed  under 
contract  to  John  Connell.  Thus  we  are  able  to  report  the 
completion    of    one  of   our    important  trunk    line    sewers; 
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the  manner  in  which  it  was  done,  small  units  each  year  all 
on  a  comprehensive  plan,  has  not  added  to  the  tax  rate  nor 
made  necessary  the  issuance  of  sewer  bonds. 

Through  petition  from  the  residents  of  Mt.  Vernon  and 
Ash  streets,  a  large  additional  appropriation  for  sewers  was 
made,  and  23,478  feet  of  10  inch  and  12  inch  pipe  sewer  laid. 
One  of  the  most  annoying  things  encountered  by  this  board 
is  the  collection  of  sewer  entrance  fees.  It  would  naturally 
be  supposed  that  the  small  stipend  which  is  charged,  entirely 
inadequate,  would  be  cheerfully  paid,  but  this  does  not  prove 
to  be  the  case. 

We  will  mention,  in  closing,  what  will  probably  prove  to 
be  the  most  important  job  of  the  year,  as  it  marks  the  begin- 
ning of  per/nanant  road  construction  in  this  city.  We  refer 
to  the  Tarviated  macadam  put  down  on  Central  avenue  from 
the  railroad  crossing  to  New  York  street.  A  section  706  feet 
in  length  was  completed,  having  a  yardage  of  2,055  square 
yards.  The  process  is  simply  to  use  the  ''  Tarvia,"  a  patented 
preparation  of  tar,  in  the  proper  manner,  as  a  binder,  in  place 
of  the  old  fashioned  water  bound  macadam.  Ordinary 
macadam  is  rapidly  worn  with  autos,  and  something  must  be 
used  which  will  bind  the  road  and  not  blow  away.  Addi- 
tional cost  is  thus  introduced,  but  autos  have  come  to  stay 
and  a  situation  is  created  that  must  be  faced.  Future 
councils  must  realize  that  everything  is  rapidly  increasing 
in  cost,  that  the  public  is  more  insistent  in  its  demands, 
and  that  a  consequent  additional  appropriation  must  be 
made.

Report  of  Superintendent  from  January  1  to  April  3 


To  THE  Board  of  Street  and  Park  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen:  I  submit  herewith  a  brief  summary  of  the 
more  important  work  performed  in  this  department  during 
my  incumbency,  in  order  that  data  for  the  year's  service 
may  be  available,  if  desired. 

No  reference  to  the  financial  situation  is  herein  made,  as 
all  accoimts,  payrolls,  vouchers,  etc.,  are  in  the  possession 
of  your  Honorable  board  and  may  be  referred  to  whenever 
desired. 

Jan.  7.  We  hauled  59  loads  of  gravel  from  Home's  hill 
and  spread  the  same  on  Mechanic  street. 

Jan.  11.  12  loads  were  hauled  from  the  same  bank  and 
spread  on  Baker  street. 

Jan.  26.  759  loads  of  clay  were  hauled  from  Home's 
hill  to  Glenwood  avenue,  where  it  was  piled  on  the  side  of  the 
road,  to  be  spread  when  the  frost  came  out  of  the  ground. 

Feb.  3.  75  loads  of  filling  was  hauled  from  Home's 
hill  for  the  purpose  of  covering  the  Ham  brook  sewer. 

Mar.  9.  Commenced  hauling  gravel  from  the  railroad 
bank,  in  Madbury,  to  the  Knox  Marsh  road,  where  350 
loads  were  spread,  commencing  at  Twombly's  hill.  19  loads 
were  also  spread  on  the  Littleworth  road. 

From  Mar.  26  to  April  3,  30  loads  of  street  scrapings  were 
hauled  to  the  Portland  street  dump. 

We  were  called  out  seven  times  for  the  purpose  of 
breaking  sidewalks:  Jan.  13,  2  a.  m.;  Jan.  17,  4  p.  m.;  Jan.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF    THE 

Executive  Officer  of  the  Board  of  Health. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith,  as  executive  officer 
of  the  board  of  health,  a  brief  summary  of  the  work  per- 
formed by  this  department  during  the  year  1909,  together 
with  such  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  seem  neces- 
sary to  secure  a  larger  degree  of  efficiency  in  this  branch  of 
our  public  service. 

The  ease  with  which  the  irresponsible  and  uninformed 
adjust  all  public  questions,  makes  even  the  most  complex 
problems  in  municipal  government  seem  trivial  and  inconse- 
quent. The  rash  and  ofttimes  lawless  expressions  of  the 
thoughtless,  combined  with  the  wilful  misrepresentations  of 
the  selfish,  tend  to  check  the  progress  of  reform  and  nullify, 
in  a  corresponding  measure,  the  efforts  of  those  who  seek  to 
establish  a  higher  plane  of  social  as  well  as  moral  ethics. 

In  the  enforcement  of  corrective  measures,  one  neces- 
sarily incites  opposition,  especially  among  those  who  are 
directly  concerned.  It  is  one  of  the  incidents  of  our  common 
humanity.  The  ordinary  citizen  believes  in  the  rigid  enforce- 
ment of  the  law— when  the  ''other  fellow"  is  the  offender. 
The  law  was  formed  for  just  such  cases.  Yet  when  he  is 
charged  with  a  violation  of  that  law,  he  regards  the  admoni- 
tion of  his  accuser  as  an  attack  upon  his  personal  liberties, 
as  an  unwarranted  persecution,  a  rank  perversion  of  justice. 

The  term  ''nuisance"  as  comprehended  in  the  lexicology 
of  the  department  of  public  health,  implies  such  a  use  of 
property  or  such  a  course  of  conduct  as  transgresses  those 
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just  restrictions  which  the  proximity  of  other  persons  o^ 
property  imposes  upon  what  would  otherwise  be  rightful 
freedom.  The  question  of  nuisance  is,  at  what  point  the  sel- 
fish use  of  a  right  transcends  the  obhgation  to  respect  the 
welfare  of  others. 

A  common  nuisance,  or  public  nuisance,  is  one  which 
tends  to  the  annoyance  of  the  public  generally,  and  is  there- 
fore to  be  redressed  by  forcible  abatement  or  by  an  action  of 
the  state,  as  distinguished  from  a  private  nuisance,  or  one 
which  causes  special  injury  to  one  or  more  individuals  and 
therefore  will  sustain  a  private  action. 

While  the  laws  of  the  state  provide  that  health  boards 
may  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  the  conservation  of 
the  public  health,  such  rules  and  regulations  must  be  reason- 
able and  just,  and  in  no  particular  act  as  a  contravention  of 
lawful  public  or  private  interests. 

Law,  as  well  as  precedent,  however,  has  quite  clearly 
established  the  line  of  demarcation  where  the  exercise  of 
personal  privilege  reaches  the  limit  of  its  power,  and  any 
encroachment  beyond  the  point  thus  defined  may  be  re- 
garded as  an  unlawful  trespass  and  subject  the  offender  to 
the  penalties  in  such  cases  made  and  provided. 

The  chief  difficulty  experienced  by  the  board  of  health 
in  the  suppression  of  nuisances  is  not  occasioned  by  the  fla- 
grant abuse  of  hygienic  laws  on  the  part  of  the  ignorant — 
for  such  violations  are,  as  a  rule,  readily  anticipated  and 
promptly  corrected — but  result  from  the  negligence,  and  oft- 
times  the  conspicuous  selfishness,  of  those  who  are  presumed 
to  have  a  rational  conception  of  sanitary  requirements. 

The  red  flag  which  marks  the  abiding  place  of  contagion 
stands  as  a  silent  but  effective  sentinel  to  guard  the  citadel  of 
pubhc  safety,  while  the  invisible  messenger  of  disease  which 
lurks  around  the  border-land  of  filth,  finds  unobstructed 
entrance  into  the  most  vital  organs  of  the  human  system 
where,  with  incredible  swiftness,  it  works  its  fell  purpose 
unchallenged  and  unassailed. 

It  is  the  special  province  of  the  health  official  to  safe-

guard  the  public  health.  A  moral  obligation  also  rests  upon 
each  individual  in  the  community  to  co-operate  with  the 
authorities  in  every  movement  looking  to  that  end. 

A  convicted  felon  is  viewed  askance  by  the  habitue  of 
the  court  room,  while  the  moral  leper  who  spreads  the  seeds 
of  contagion  among  the  innocent  and  unsuspicious,  who 
permits  the  hot-beds  of  bacterium  to  thrive  and  flourish  upon 
his  premises,  rarely  suffers  either  the  material  or  moral  conse- 
quence of  his  neglect  unless,  perchance,  the  sombre  phantom 
of  disease  marks  him  for  its  own. 

Two  hundred  and  seventy-six  nuisances,  either  one  of 
which,  if  permitted  to  exist,  would  have  constituted  a  serious 
menace  to  the  public  health,  have  been  abated  during  the 
year.  That  specific  violations  of  the  ordinary  rules  of  sanita- 
tion were  found  to  exist  in  fifteen  out  of  every  one  hundred 
of  the  classified  inspections  made  during  the  year,  is  a  striking 
evidence  of  the  need  of  constant  supervision  if  the  public  weal 
is  to  be  conserved. 

Just  what  the  result  might  prove  to  be  were  the  system  of 
garbage  collections,  for  instance,  to  be  suspended  or  material- 
ly abridged,  it  is  impossible  to  determine.  Even  a  moment's 
consideration  of  the  possibilities  which  might  develop  from 
any  appreciable  curtailment  of  any  of  the  precautionary 
measures  used  by  the  department  of  public  health,  but 
serves  to  emphasize  the  necessity  of  unremitting  vigilance  if 
we  are  to  maintain  even  reasonable  immunity  from  germ  pro- 
ducing disorders. 

The  old  adage,  that  ^'eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of 
liberty,"  is  particularly  true  of  the  department  of  pubhc 
health.

The  demands  of  the  department  of  vital  statistics  grow 
more  and  more  exacting  as  the  years  advance.  The  law 
requiring  the  return  of  birth  and  death  certificates  to  the 
city  clerk  immediately  upon  the  occurrence  of  such  birth  or 
death,  should  be  more  rigidly  observed,  as  the  requirement 
of  the  state  board  for  early  and  complete  mortality  statistics 
as  well  as  the  requests  of  the  census  bureau  for  information 
along  similar  lines,  are,  of  necessity,  indifferently  complied 
with  owing  to  the  laxity  of  some  of  our  physicians  in  this 
regard. 

As  the  compilations  of  the   state  board  of  health  are 
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based  upon  the  data  furnished  in  these  returns,  it  is  important 
in  order  to  estabUsh  definite  conclusions  relative  to  the 
treatment  as  well  as  the  prevention  of  disease,  that  these 
returns  should  be  promptly  and  accurately  made. 

Not  only  are  the  authorit'es  prevented  from  arriving  at 
accurate  deductions  where  returns  are  withheld,  as  they 
sometimes  are,  for  months,  but  the  city  clerk  is  unable  to 
prepare  his  records  in  chronological  arrangement  as  the  law 
requires. 

As  burial  permits  are  required  before  interment,  it  is 
clearly  evident  that  co-operation  among  all  parties  involved 
is  essential  in  order  that  inconvenience  and  delay  may  be 
avoided.

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The  ep'demic  of  scarlet  fever  which  prevailed  dur  ng 
the  early  part  of  the  summer,  was  one  of  unusual  sever  ty, 
th  rty-nine  cases  having  been  reported  to  the  department. 
Prompt  measures  were  taken  to  check  the  progress  of  the 
disease,  the  attending  physicians  and  the  local  authorities 
working  harmoniously  and  untiringly  to  that  end. 

We  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  scarlet  fever  germs 
were  brought  to  this  city  from  a  temporary  attachee  of  the 
Portsmouth  Navy  Yard. 

The  expense  entailed  in  fumigating  alone  exceeded  two 
hundred  dollars,  while  nearly  an  equal  amount  was  expended 
in  the  purchase  of  medicines  and  provisions  for  those  neces- 
sarily quarantined.

SEWERS. 

During  the  past  year  twenty-two  dwelHngs  have  been 
added  to  the  list  of  those  connected  with  the  public  sewers, 
making  the  recorded  entrances  to  date,  913. 

The  improvements  made  in  our  sewer  system  during 
the  past  few  years  have  been  truly  gratifying,  and  the  policy 
of  the  board  of  street  and  park  commissioners  in  preparing 
and  filing  comprehensive  plans  of  every  addition  to  the  sys- 
tem, is  a  refreshing  departure  from  the  negligent  manner  in 
which  this  important  matter  was  treated  in  former  years. 

The  addition  to  the  trunk  line  on  Washington  street  laid 
this  year,  is  but  the  continuation  of  a  well  defined  policy  on 
the  part  of  the  authorities,  while  the  new  sewers  laid  on  Mt. 
Vernon,  Ash  and  Grove  streets  add  materially  to  the  con- 
venience of  residents  in  that  locality. 

GARBAGE    COLLECTIONS. 

The  collection  of  garbage  has  continued  uninterruptedly 
throughout  the  year,  substantially  1,500  loads  having  been 
hauled  to  the  various  dumping  places.  Of  this  amount  nearly 
900  loads  were  taken  to  Chapel  street,  the  balance  being  dis- 
tributed at  the  most  convenient  points  set  apart  for  this 
purpose. 
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The  Chapel  street  dump,  being  centrally  located,  neces- 
sarily receives  the  greater  part  of  these  collections,  but  as  the 
introduction  of  vegetable  and  other  deleterious  matter  pre- 
cludes the  use  of  this  particular  locality  for  dumping  purposes 
during  the  warm  summer  months,  we  are  compelled  to  de- 
posit our  collections  during  that  period  in  places  more  remote 
from  habitable  centres. 

The  extension  of  the  service  contemplated  early  in  the 
year  was  prevented,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  prevalence  of 
scarlet  fever  made  such  demands  upon  our  finances  as  to 
render  the  project  impossible  of  attainment  without  an  over- 
draft. We  trust  that  important  additions  to  the  territory 
now  covered  by  the  department  may  be  made  the  coming 
season. 

IN   CONCLUSION. 

In  this  report  we  have  given  but  a  summary  of  the  work 
accomplished  during  the  year,  the  details  necessarily  incident 
thereto — largely  of  a  personal  and  frequently  of  an  unpleasant 
character — being  carefully  excluded. 

We  desire  to  thank  those  who  have  rendered  service  to 
the  department  during  the  year.  It  is  impossible  for  us  to 
cover  the  entire  city  daily,  and  it  is  only  through  the  kindness 
of  those  who  keep  us  informed  of  such  infractions  of  the  law 
as  come  under  their  observation,  that  we  are  enabled  to 
promptly  adjust  the  balance  of  justice  and  maintain  the 
standard  of  public  safety. 

In  this  connection  it  may  not  be  inappropriate  to  remind 
those  who  become  cognizant  of  sanitary  irregularities,  that 
it  is  a  duty  they  owe  to  their  fellow  man  to  see  that  the 
authorities  are  promptly  notified  of  such  irregularity.  This 
course  is  much  more  direct  and  productive  of  better  results, 
than  the  method  too  often  adopted  of  heaping  adimad version 
upon  the  department  for  neglecting  to  correct  an  evil  of 
which  it  has  no  knowledge.  This  latter  course  consumes 
valuable  time,  and,  although  unkind  words  may  travel 
swiftly  their  movements  are  ofttimes  erratic,  thus  causing 
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delay  in  reaching  their  ultimate  destination.  It  is  almost 
invariably  true  that  when  we  come  into  possession  of  informa- 
tion through  this  channel,  it  is  so  magnified  and  distorted  as 
to  be  of  little  value. 

A  letter  or  message  informing  us  of  conditions  needing 
our  care  will  always  receive  prompt  and  circumspect  atten- 
tion.

The  appropriation  allotted  to  this  committee  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  by  the  joint  standing  committee  on 
finance,  and  as  subsequently  confirmed  by  the  city  councils, 
was  $1,600.00.  With  this  sum  we  have  endeavored  to  meet 
every  reasonable  demand  on  the  part  of  those  immediately 
concerned  in  the  welfare  of  our  public  schools,  namely,  the 
superintendent  of  schools,  members  of  the  school  committee, 
the  teachers  and  the  janitors. 

The  result  of  our  efforts  is  set  forth  in  the  report  here- 
with submitted,  care  being  taken  to  verify  all  tabulated 
expenditures  by  vouchers  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk:

BELKNAP    SCHOOL. 

At  this  school  a  new  steel  ceiling  was  required  in  one  of 
the  rooms  to  complete  the  equipment  of  the  building.  New 
fire-proof  ash  bins  have  been  constructed,  the  coal  bins 
enlarged,  and  the  furnaces  thoroughly  cleaned;   the  fence  on 
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the  easterly  and  southerly  sides  of  the  yard  have  been  re- 
moved, and  necessary  grading  done.  Repairs  have  been 
made  to  the  window  sash  and  casements,  also  to  the  closets, 
urinals,  and  general  plumbing.  Several  new  wire  door  mats 
and  window  curtains  have  been  purchased,  also  a  step  ladder 
and  window  jack.  In  addition  to  the  repairs  necessary  to  the 
locks,  etc.,  a  small  expenditure  was  required  on  the  slate  roof. 
Acting  upon  the  suggestion  of  the  sub-committee  on  health 
of  the  school  board,  water  has  been  conveyed  to  the  new 
furnaces  so  that  the  pans  can  be  conveniently  replenished  at 
all  times.

Quite  an  outlay  has  been  necessary  to  maintain  this 
building  and  its  equipment  in  suitable  condition.  Repairs 
have  been  made  to  the  closets  in  the  basement,  including  the 
retinning  of  the  tanks,  and  the  substitution  of  new  ball  cocks, 
valves,  etc.,  for  those  found  defective.  The  slate  slabs  in  the 
lavatories  have  been  reset,  and  necessary  plumbing  repairs 
made.  The  steam  pipes  passing  through  the  girl's  basement 
have  been  protected  with  asbestos  ventilated  covering,  new 
fire  brick  placed  around  the  boiler  doors,  the  iron  implements 
used  in  the  boiler  room  repaired,  and  the  steam  pipes  on  the 
wall  of  the  boiler  room  reset  with  new  hangers.  The  windows 
throughout  the  building  have  been  reglazed,  new  curtains 
purchased  and  repairs  made  to  those  previously  in  use.  The 
telephone  system,  as  well  as  the  electric  wiring  throughout 
the  building,  have  been  overhauled  and  put  in  perfect  working 
order,  and  new  batteries  for  the  master  clock  and  programme 
indicator  in  the  principal's  room  installed.  The  old  desks 
formerly  in  use  in  the  library  room  have  been  replaced  with 
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the  latest  pattern  raised  lid  (20x26)  adjustable  desks,  equip- 
ped with  adjustable  seats.  On  the  walls  of  this  room  large 
natural  Pennsylvania  slate  blackboards,  to  match  furnish- 
nishings,  have  been  set.  A  new  door  check  has  been  added 
to  the  door  opening  on  St.  Thomas  street,  and  repairs  made 
to  desks,  chairs,  locks,  lawn  mower,  step  ladder,  etc.

The  interior  of  this  building  has  required  but  little 
attention.  A  large  portion  of  the  board  fence  on  the  easterly 
side  of  the  grounds  has  been  rebuilt,  necessitating  the  pur- 
chase of  new  boards,  stringers,  posts  and  cap  moulding,  and 
the  grounds  have  been  graded.  New  casements  have  been 
placed  in  the  cellar  and  the  rollway  repainted.  During  the 
summer  vacation  acts  of  vandalism  became  so  pronounced 
that  it  was  found  necessary  to  bring  the  matter  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  city  marshal.  As  a  result  of  these  depredations  a 
large  amount  of  glazing  was  necessary.  In  addition  to  the 
work  required  on  the  electric  bells,  gongs,  etc.,  we  were 
called  upon  to  make  repairs  to  the  plumbing,  furnish  new 
keys,  and  attend  to  the  usual  demands  incident  to  the  care  of 
an  eight-room  building.

The  desks  and  seats  in  the  first  grade  rooms  have  been 
replaced  with  furniture  selected  from  various  sources,  with 
the  result  that  the  equipment  is  very  much  improved.  Simi- 
lar additions  have  also  been  made  to  the  remaining  rooms. 
It  was  the  intention  of  your  committee  to  have  the  stone  wall 
on  School  street  reset  and  a  new  fence  built,  but  as  conditions 
appeared  unfavorable  the  work  was  deferred.  In  addition  to 
numerous  minor  demands  the  furnace,  funnels  and  flues  have 
been  thoroughly  cleaned,  and  the  entire  plumbing  system 
placed  in  satisfactory  condition.  Acts  of  vandalism  at  this 
building  also  necessitated  quite  an  outlay  for  new  window 
glass  and  setting.

It  has  been  the  constant  aim  of  your  committee  to  secure 
a  just  equivalent  for  every  cent  expended.  By  devoting 
personal  attention  to  every  detail  of  the  work — often  at 
great  personal  sacrifice — we  feel  that  the  trust  in  us  reposed 
has  been  faithfully  administered. 

The  expenditures  of  the  department  have  been  $1,281.39, 
leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  $325.41.

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Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  work  necessary  to  the  general 
care  and  maintenance  of  the  grounds,  but  little  has  been 
expended  during  the  year  along  the  line  of  permanent  im- 
provements or  the  development  of  the  easterly  addition. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  board  to  meet  all  expense 
incident  to  grading  and  preparing  additional  sections  in  the 
g;rounds,  from  the  accumulated  revenues  of  the  department, 
applying  all  income  that  could  reasonably  be  diverted  from 
that  channel  to  the  retirement  of  the  outstanding  debt.  It 
has  seemed  the  better  wisdom  to  retire  our  interest  bearing 
obligations  as  rapidly  as  possible,  rather  than  to  develop 
large  areas  for  which  there  could  be  no  immediate  demand. 

The  general  sinking  fund,  created  for  the  purpose  of 
retiring  the  indebtedness  incurred  in  purchasing  the  easterly 
addition,  which  indebtedness  has  been  reduced  to  $13,000.00, 
has  been  increased  during  the  year  to  the  amount  of  $361.70, 
making  the  total  of  the  fund  December  31,  1909,  $1,092.98. 

The  secondary  sinking  fund,  created  for  the  purpose  of 
retiring  the  indebtedness  of  $1,000.00  incurred  in  the  pur- 
chase of  the  mortuary  chapel  lot,  shows  a  net  investment  for 
the  year  of  $337.11. 

The  trust  fund  account  has  been  increased  during  the 
year  $3,339.00,  making  the  present  total  of  that  fund,  $39,- 
961.25. 

The  mortuary  chapel,  provision  for  the  construction  of 
which  was  made  in  the  will  of  the  late  Mary  A.  Ricker,  has 
not  yet  been  erected,  although  preliminaries  looking  to  that 
end  are  at  present  under  consideration. 

In  order  that  the  delay  in  the  execution  of  the  bequest 
may  not  be  charged  either  to  negligence  or  indifference  on 
the  part  of  the  board,  we  desire  to  state  that  the  executor 
persistently  refrained  from  furnishing  information  as  to  the 
amount  of  money  available  for  the  purpose,  and  also  declined 
to  move  in  the  matter  until  the  board  had  formally  accepted 
the  provisions^of^the_will. 
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The  attitude  of  the  board  is  clearly  expressed  in  the 
following  preamble  and  resolution  adopted  October  11,  1909, 
which  had  the  effect  of  adjusting  all  differences  between  the 
executor  and  the  board  of  trustees,  and  placed  the  matter  in 
the  path  of  progress: 

Whereas,  the  executor  of  the  will  of  the  late  Mary  A. 
Ricker  has  refused  to  furnish  the  board  of  trustees  of  Pine 
Hill  cemetery  with  a  detailed  plan  and  specifications  of  such 
mortuary  chapel  as  said  executor  contemplates  erecting  for 
said  city  under  the  provisions  of  said  will;   and 

Whereas,  said  board  of  trustees  believe  it  to  be  absolutely 
necessary  that  it  should  be  in  possession  of  reasonable  infor- 
mation as  to  the  character  and  probable  cost  of  such  contem- 
plated building  before  recommending  to  the  city  councils 
that  said  legacy  be  accepted;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved:  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  Pine  Hill 
cemetery  tenders  to  Frank  F.  Fernald,  executor  of  the  will 
of  Mary  A.  Ricker,  the  services  of  an  architect  of  reputable 
standing,  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  plans,  specifications, 
and  estimate  of  cost  of  a  mortuary  chapel  to  be  located  at 
Pine  Hill  cemetery,  embodying  the  views  of  said  executor, 
on  the  following  conditions :  that  should  the  erection  of  said 
building,  for  any  cause,  be  finally  deemed  impracticable,  or 
should  the  provisions  of  the  trust  be  declined,  then  all  ex- 
expense  incident  to  the  preparation  of  said  plans,  specifica- 
tions, and  estimate  of  cost,  shall  be  assumed  by  said  board  of 
trustees;  should  said  building  be  erected  then  all  expense 
incident  to  the  preparation  of  plans,  specifications,  and  esti- 
mate of  cost,  shall  be  considered  as  a  legitimate  charge  against 
said  trust  and  shall  be  assumed  by  said  executor. 

Although  the  matter  is  still  in  abeyance  yet  it  appears 
from  present  indications  that  mutual  agreements  may  be 
reached  at  an  early  date,  and  that  the  question  of  accepting 
the  provisions  of  the  trust  will  be  formally  brought  before  the 
city  councils  for  action. 

For  particulars  as  to  the  financial  standing  of  the  de- 
partment, as  well  as  to  the  details  of  work  performed  dur- 
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ing  the  year,  you  are  respectfully  referred  to  the  reports  of 
the  treasurer,  collector  and  superintendent,  hereto  attached 
and  made  a  part  hereof.

REPORT  OP  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  THE  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen:  Your  superintendent  has  the  honor  to 
submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1909. 

The  income  of  the  department  for  the  year,  including 
the  city  appropriation,  aggregated  $5,816.18.  Of  this  sum 
$674.00  has  been  transferred  to  the  sinking  fund  and  $122.51 
has  been  added  to  the  treasury  balance.  The  net  gain  in  cash 
and  available  resources,  however,  is  only  $522.69,  as  the 
ledger  accounts  show  a  reduction  for  the  year  of  $273.82. 

The  amount  received  for  work  on  and  care  of  lots  shows 
a  falling  off  from  the  totals  of  1908,  and  the  expense  for  labor 
evidences  a  corresponding  reduction.  Cash  balance  Decem- 
ber 31,   1909,  $666.11. 

The  concreting  of  the  floor  in  the  well  house,  the  macadam- 
izing of  Maple  avenue  and  Avenue  J,  and  the  rebuilding  of 
portions  of  the  fence  surrounding  the  grounds,  were  among 
the  more  important  undertakings  for  the  year.  As  oppor- 
tunity permitted  we  have  worked  on  the  site  for  a  mortuary 
chapel,  bringing  the  ground  to  grade,  the  gravel  necessarily 
removed  proving  particularly  useful  in  road  building  and 
repair  work. 

Foundations  for  eighty-one  headstones  and  thirty-one 
monuments  have  been  put  in,  and  the  regular  routine  work 
of  the  department  given  necessary  attention. 

The  number  of  interments  for  the  year  has  been  168, 
re-interments,  17.  The  data  required  by  the  rules  of  the 
board  is  submitted  in  the  following  table.

REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS. 


To  THE  Mayor  and  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Dover: 
The  twenty-second  annual  report  of  the  board  of  water 
commissioners  for  the  year  ending  December  31,   1909,  is 
herewith  respectfully  submitted.

The  members  of  the  board  for  the  year  were:  Mayor 
George  J.  Foster,  President  of  the  Common  Council  F.  E. 
Richardson,  Herbert  W.  Owen,  Andrew  Killoren,  Burnham 
Hanson.  Mayor  Foster  wa?  elected  president,  and  F.  E. 
Richardson  clerk. 

FILTRATION. 

The  filter  beds  were  put  in  operation  last  February,  and 
have  been  continued  uninterruptedly  throughout  the  year, 
and  with  very  satisfactory  results.  The  iron  and  other 
deleterious  matter  has  been  effectually  eliminated  from  the 
water,  and  to  the  approval  of  the  State  board  of  health.  The 
location  of  the  filter  beds  necessitated  considerable  grading 
of  the  grounds  adjacent  thereto.  This  work,  which  is  nearing 
completion,  was  suspended  on  account  of  the  cold  weather. 

PUMPING    MACHINERY. 

The  electrically  operated  triplex  pump  has  done,  and  is 
doing,  good  duty.  By  an  arrangement  with  the  Twin  State 
Gas  &  Electric  Co.,  the  time  of  operation  has  been  changed 
from  night  to  day,  without  extra  cost.  The  steam  pumping 
outfit  is  in  good  condition  and  ready  for  use  in  case  of  emer- 
gency. 
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METERS. 

The  meter  system  has  been  continued,  and  will  probably 
be  continued,  until  all  the  services  are  metered.  The  number 
in  use  at  the  present  time  is  1,004. 

WATER   SUPPLY. 

The  small  amount  of  ra  n  that  has  fallen  in  this  section 
during  the  past  two  years  has  so  reduced  the  output  of  the 
pond  and  springs  that  all  practical  means  should  be  adopted 
to  prevent  waste.  The  constantly  increasing  demand  and 
the  steadily  decreasing  supply,  forces  us  to  the  conclusion 
that  an  additional  supply  must  be  obtained  from  some  source 
in  the  near  future. 

FINANCES. 

For  an  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  see 
Appendix  ''A,"  which  is  annexed  to  and  made  a  part  of  this 
report. 

We  express  our  appreciation  of  the  faithful  manner  in 
which  our  superintendent  has  performed  the  duties  of  his 
office.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  THE  Board  of  Water  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  the 
twenty-second  annual  report  of  the  superintendent,  showing 
the  general  condition  of  the  department,  together  with  a 
summary  of  the  work  performed  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1909. 

The  light  rainfall  of  the  last  four  years  has  caused  a 
material  shrinkage  in  our  water  supply,  and  the  same  is  true 
of  most  of  the  cities  throughout  New  England.  On  Decem- 
ber 1st  the  water  in  Willand's  pond  was  seven  inches  lower 
than  ever  before  known,  notwithstanding  the  water  filters 
were  started  early  in  the  winter,  thereby  allowing  us  to  use 
all  the  resources  of  the  Hussey  and  Thompson  springs.  This 
extra  supply,  which  runs  by  gravity  to  the  filters,  (estimated 
to  be  at  least  three  hundred  thousand  gallons  in  twenty- 
four  hours  during  the  first  five  months  of  the  year)  enabled 
us  to  discontinue  pumping  at  the  low  service  station  to  a 
large  degree  during  that  period,  and  made  possible  a  net 
reduction  in  pumping  expenses  of  $900.00.  The  supply  in 
the  pond  was  also  largely  increased,  the  pond  on  June  1st 
showing  a  rise  of  twenty-eight  and  one-half  inches.  This  new 
supply,  which  promised  so  much  in  the  spring,  was  practically 
exhausted  during  the  hot  summer  months,  so  that  instead 
of  the  five  hundred  thousand  gallons  daily  as  formerly,  we 
collected  but  about  one  hundred  thousand  gallons  from  all 
the  springs  combined.  Pumping  at  the  pond  was  necessarily 
resumed,  and  the  level  dropped  at  the  rate  of  two  inches  per 
week.   At  the  present  time  it  is  lower  than  ever  before  known. 
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The  department  has  been  severely  criticised  for  attempt- 
ing to  use  the  water  from  the  iron  springs  in  the  Hussey  field. 
This  supply  was  the  only  one  available  at  that  time,  and  had 
it  not  been  used  our  supply  in  the  pond  would  have  become 
exhausted.  From  a  careful  estimate  I  should  say  that  the 
water  would  have  been  reduced  at  least  six  feet  below  its 
present  level.  This  shrinkage  would  have  uncovered  our 
intake  pipe  and  the  situation  would  have  been  extremely 
serious.  Under  existing  circumstances  I  would  recommend 
that  steps  be  taken  early  in  the  year  to  get  an  additional 
supply  elsewhere.  This  would  enable  us  to  discontinue  the 
iron  springs  and  remove  this  cause  of  complaint. 

High  Service  Pumping  Station. 

As  this  station  was  put  in  good  repair  last  season,  no 
expenditure  of  money  has  been  required  this  year.  The 
triplex  pump  has  been  run  throughout  the  year  except  during 
the  month  of  June,  when  it  was  found  necessary  to  put  in  a 
new  driving  shaft.  During  this  time  the  Blake  pump  was 
used.  The  boilers  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  pro- 
nounced in  good  condition  under  the  present  pressure.  A 
small  crack  developed  in  the  double  Y  on  the  suction  pipe, 
and  a  new  one  has  been  procured  for  use  in  case  of  need. 

Low  Service  Pumping  Station. 

Early  in  March  an  addition  to  the  station  was  erected, 
a  brick  and  concrete  well  built,  and  an  intake  pipe  connecting 
the  well  with  pond  laid  through  the  ice  under  water.  The 
vertical  pump  formerly  used  in  the  Hussey  well  has  been  set 
up  and  used  for  several  months  in  place  of  the  larger  one. 
By  the  use  of  this  pump  we  are  enabled  to  supply  the  water 
to  the  filters  more  evenly,  and  at  a  less  expense.  This  pump 
was  operated  until  November  when,  in  consequence  of  the 
reduced  water  level  in  the  pond,  we  were  obhged  to  discon- 
tinue its  use.  The  larger  one  was  again  started  and  continued 
in  use  until  December  15th,  when  we  set  up  a  horizontal 
section  pump  operated  by  a  15  H.  P.  motor  to  take  its  place. 
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We  now  have  three  separate  pumping  outfits  at  this 
station  and  are  equipped  for  almost  any  emergency. 

HUSSEY    SPRING    STATION. 

As  pumping  at  this  station  was  discontinued  last  year 
no  repairs  were  required. 

WATER   PURIFICATION   PLANT. 

Our  new  water  purification  plant,  completed  early  in 
the  year,  was  placed  in  service  February  12th  and  has  been 
in  constant  use  since.  It  is  giving  good  satisfaction.  Two 
small  leaks  were  discovered  in  the  southerly  wall  of  one  of  the 
filter  beds  and  promptly  remedied.  At  first  it  was  found 
necessary,  in  order  that  the  water  might  pass  through  the 
sand  regularly,  to  clean  each  bed  at  least  once  in  two  weeks. 
This  required  the  setting  apart  one  day  each  week,  and  the 
expense  incident  thereto  was  about  $12.00  per  week.  In 
July  we  constructed  an  implement  with  which  one  man 
rakes  each  bed  once  a  week,  this  rendering  it  unnecessary  to 
clean  them  oftener  than  once  in  about  eight  weeks.  This 
method  effects  quite  a  saving  in  expense  of  maintenance. 
In  August  grading  the  grounds  about  the  filter  beds  and 
receiving  basin  was  begun,  all  spare  time  being  devoted  to  the 
purpose.  On  account  of  the  deep  ravine  near  the  beds  it  was 
found  necessary  to  fill,  in  some  places,  at  least  fifteen  feet. 
Nearly  8,000  cubic  yards  of  earth  was  moved  during  the  pro- 
gress of  the  work.  The  grading  can  be  resumed  early  in  the 
spring  and,  when  completed,  the  approach  to,  as  well  as  the 
grounds  surrounding,  this  part  of  our  system,  will  be  greatly 
improved. 

KELLEY   SPRINGS. 

The  supply  from  these  springs  was  reduced  by  the 
drouth  to  about  one-third  of  the  regular  flow.  In  September 
the  Atkinson  street  reservoir  was  connected  to  the  six-inch 
main  on  Silver  street  with  a  four-inch  cast-iron  pipe;  1,700 
feet  of  four-inch  cast-iron  pipe  was  laid  on  Atkinson  street 
from  Silver  street  to  a  point  near  Washington  street,  and  a 
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stand  pipe  erected  at  the  latter  point  to  furnish  water  for 
street  sprinkUng  purposes.  The  expediency  of  continuing 
this  line  to  Central  square  and  connecting  it  with  the  fountain 
and  horse  trough  should  receive  early  consideration. 

PIPE    SHOP,    WOKK   SHOP   AND    YARD. 

Late  in  the  fall  the  old  shed  in  the  rear  of  pipe  shop  was 
removed  and  the  building  of  an  addition  to  the  work  shop  is 
now  in  progress.  This  structure  is  to  be  used  as  a  store  room 
for  pipe  and  tools,  also  as  a  shelter  for  the  horse  when  not  in 
use. 

STREET   MAINS. 

The  street  mains  have  been  extended  2,920  feet  during 
the  year.  This  extension  comprises  820  feet  of  six-inch  cast- 
iron  pipe  on  Broadway,  (high  pressure  system) ,  from  the  end 
of  the  main  opposite  the  entrance  to  the  Kidder  Press  Go's 
works,  to  Oak  street;  1,700  feet  of  four-inch  cast-iron  pipe, 
(low  pressure  system),  on  Atkinson  street,  and  a  spur  line 
of  400  feet  of  two-inch  galvanized  iron  pipe  on  Varney  street. 

There  have  been  eleven  leaks  on  the  street  mains  during 
the  year  caused  by  the  blowing  out  of  lead  joints.  On  June 
26th  the  joints  of  the  forty-five  degree  bends  on  the  fourteen- 
inch  cast-iron  line  over  the  Central  avenue  bridge  blew  out. 
These  were  relaid  and  the  pipe  made  fast  to  the  stone  abut- 
ments of  the  bridge. 

HYDRANTS. 

Two  hydrants  have  been  added  this  year,  one  on  Broad- 
way and  one  on  the  City  farm.  All  hydrants  have  been 
regularly  inspected.  During  the  winter  months  all  those  fail- 
ing to  drain  properly  (all  of  them  in  clayey  ground),  have  been 
pumped  out  at  frequent  intervals. 

SERVICE    PIPES. 

Twenty-seven  service  pipes  have  been  added  this  year, 
using  for  that  purpose  1,365  feet  of  one-inch  cement-lined 
pipe,  eighty  feet  of  one  and  one-half  inch  and  twenty-nine 
feet  of  two-inch  galvanized  iron  pipe,  and  thirty-seven  feet 
of  four-inch  cast-iron  pipe. 
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We  have  had  eighty-seven  leaks  in  our  service  pipes, 
which  were  repaired  as  soon  as  discovered.  These  leaks  were 
largely  caused  by  the  stop  and  waste  expanding,  or  by  the 
breaking  of  the  lead  goose-neck  next  to  the  corporation. 
These  breaks  were  undoubtedly  due  to  too  light  material 
used  in  construction. 

We  have  cement  lined  about  4,000  feet  of  one-inch 
Buyers  strictly  wrought  iron  pipe. 

METERS. 

The  water  meter  continues  to  grow  in  favor  with  our 
consumers,  one  hundred  and  four  having  been  set  this  year. 
Sixty-two  of  this  number  were  set  at  the  request  of  property 
owners,  and  forty-two  by  direction  of  the  board.  There 
seems  to  be  no  means  of  checking  the  wilful  waste  of  water, 
except  by  the  adoption  of  a  general  meter  system  on  all  ser- 
vice pipes.  Up  to  November  1,  1909,  nearly  every  meter  set 
was  put  on  at  the  request  of  the  water  taker,  who  is  well 
aware  that  with  careful  attention  to  leaky  fixtures  a  reduc- 
tion in  water  rates  inevitably  follows.  A  corresponding  re- 
duction in  the  income  of  the  department  is  also  a  logical  con- 
sequence. It  has  been  the  aim  of  your  superintendent  to 
secure  the  installation  of  meters  in  every  case  where  possible. 
Eight  years  experience  has  demonstrated  that  this  is 
the  only  equitable  way  of  selling  water.  That  your  board 
favors  this  policy  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  on  Novem- 
ber 30th  it  was  unanimously  voted  to  install  meters  on  all 
services  having  more  than  two  tenements.  This  is  a  move  in 
the  right  direction  and  must  result,  in  a  large  measure,  in 
stopping  the  wasteful  practice  of  permitting  faucets  to  remain 
open  in  winter  to  prevent  freezing,  (and  incidentally  to  save 
plumber's  bills),  and  during  the  summer  time  to  get  cold 
water,  when  the  same  object  can  be  accomplished  by  leaving 
it  open  only  long  enough  to  run  off  the  water  standing  in 
house  pipes.  The  yearly  record  of  our  pumping  station  shows 
the  average  daily  consumption  to  be  200,000  gallons  more  on 
a  hot  summer  day  than  under  normal  conditions. 
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We  have  made  a  net  increase  of  104  meters  this  year. 
There  are  in  use  at  the  present  time  1,004  meters.  Fifty- 
three  per  cent,  of  our  services  are  metered.

INSPECTION. 

This  years  inspection  resulted  in  finding  several  fixtures 
for  which  the  department  were  receiving  no  revenue.  We 
experience  considerable  trouble  in  impressing  upon  the  minds 
of  the  consumer  that  all  fixtures  must  be  paid  for  as  long  as 
they  remain  connected  with  the  water  pipe,  whether  in  use  or 
not.  We  find  it  necessary  in  some  cases  to  use  the  Uttle 
wrench  in  order  to  collect  these  rates.

ANNUAL   REPORT 

OF 

THE  BOARD  OP  TRUSTEES. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: 

The  board  of  trustees  of  the  Wentworth  Hospital  sub-* 
mits  herewith  a  detailed  statement  of  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements of  the  institution  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1909,  together  with  such  other  information  and  deduc- 
tions as  seems  necessary  or  desirable  for  a  full  and  comprehen- 
sive understanding  of  the  work  performed  by  this  important 
branch  of  our  municipal  system  for  the  third  full  year  of  its 
operation. 

The  number  of  days'  service  rendered  patients  in  the 
various  departments  of  the  hospital  during  the  past  year, 
has  been  7,959,  an  increase  of  475  over  the  preceding  twelve 
months,  and  1,478^  more  than  in  the  year  1907.  The  above 
number  of  days,  reduced  to  ordinary  calendar  periods,  repre- 
sents a  continuous  service  of  twenty-one  years,  nine  months 
and  twenty  days. 

That  the  modern  hospital  offers  superior  advantages  for 
the  treatment  of  disease,  must  be  admitted  even  by  those  who 
still  retain  a  prejudice  against  all  institutions  of  its  kind.  That 
this  prejudice  is  rapidly  becoming  dissipated  under  the  influ- 
ence of  a  more  intimate  and  necessarily  more  rational  under- 
standing of  its  real  value  and  usefulness,  is  clearly  evident. 
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Of  the  7,959  days'  service  rendered  patients  during  the 
year,  2,078  were  rendered  without  hope  of  fee  or  reward,  an 
increase  in  free  service  over  last  year  of  441  days.  That 
thirty-five  and  one-third  per  cent,  of  all  service  rendered 
during  the  period  covered  in  this  report  has  been  devoted 
to  those  who  would  otherwise  have  been  deprived  of  proper 
remedial  treatment,  has  been  made  possible  only  through 
the  action  of  the  city  councils  in  continuing  the  annual 
appropriation  for  hospital  purposes. 

The  average  daily  revenue  on  the  basis  of  actual  service 
rendered,  has  been  $1.35  per  capita,  or  fifteen  cents 
less  per  day  for  each  patient  than  the  minimum  charge  for 
hospital  treatment.  The  amount  of  cash  received  for  care 
of  patients  ($10,616.75)  and  from  all  other  sources  ($6,287.- 
08),  aggregates  $16,903.83;  while  the  expenditures  have  been 
^16,811.27. 

On  the  basis  of  total  expenditures  the  average  daily  cost 
per  patient  is  found  to  be  $2.10,  or  twenty-three  cents  less 
per  day  than  in  1908.  Predicating  conclusions  upon  th^s 
hypothesis  it  has  cost  the  hospital  $4,363.80  to  maintain  its 
charitable  offices.  This  sum  would  be  increased  to  $7,546.73, 
were  we  to  include,  as  a  gratuit}^,  all  service  rendered  at  a 
less  rate  than  that  determined  in  the  above  analysis. 

Dividing  the  amount  paid  out  for  groceries,  provisions, 
fruit,  milk,  ice,  etc.,  ($4,705.05),  by  the  total  number  of 
weeks'  board  furnished  (2,388),  considering  patients  and 
attachees  as  co-ordinates  in  the  computation,  we  find  the 
per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  to  be  $1.97,  or  eleven  cents 
less  per  week  than  in  1908. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  compensation  of  the 
pupil  nurses  has  been  increased  during  the  year,  the  per 
capita  cost  for  salaries  and  wages  has  averaged  only  $5.10 
per  week,  or  a  decrease  of  ten  cents  from  the  lowest  average 
heretofore  obtaining. 

The  classified  expenditures  for  the  year, i  educed  to  per- 
centages, bear  relation  to  the  aggregate  disbursements  as 
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follows:  Salaries  and  wages  37  3-4  per  cent.;  groceries, 
provisions,  etc.,  28  per  cent.;  medical  and  surgical  supplies, 
11  2-3  per  cent.;  fuel,  light  and  power,  12  1-3  per  cent.; 
furnishings  and  repairs,  5  3-4  per  cent.;  all  other  expenses, 
4  1-2  per  cent. 

The  foregoing  deductions  are  presented,  not  for  the  pur- 
pose of  magnifying  the  charitable  or  beneficial  work  per- 
formed by  the  hospital,  but  in  order  that  the  general  public, 
having  a  vested  right  in  the  premises,  may  be  fully  informed 
as  to  the  conduct  and  condition  of  the  trust  it  has  placed  in 
our  charge. 

No  material  change  has  been  made  during  the  year  in 
the  personnel  of  the  hospital  force.  Miss  Grace  P.  Haskell 
still  remains  in  charge  as  superintendent,  and  to  her  valuable 
aid  and  skilful  guidance  are  we  indebted,  in  a  large  measure, 
for  the  gratifying  results  of  the  year's  work. 

The  membeis  of  the  medical  and  associated  staffs  have 
faithfully  performed  every  duty  required  of  them,  respond- 
ing promptly  to  every  call,  giving  generously  from  their 
store  of  ripened  experience  to  every  need,  irrespective  of 
where  the  call  for  service  eminated,  whether  from  the  bed- 
side of  the  impecunious  or  from  that  of  those  more  fortunately 
conditioned.  ' 

As  the  last  lines  of  this  report  are  being  penned,  we  learn, 
with  profound  regret,  of  the  death  of  Dr.  Henry  R.  Parker, 
a  member  of  the  board  of  consulting  physicians  and  surgeons 
since  the  opening  of  the  hospital.  Recognizing  his  valuable 
public  service,  his  rare  professional  attainments,  strict  integ- 
rity and  high  moral  character,  his  faithfulness  to  even  the 
most  trivial  of  life's  obligations,  we  can  not  but  regard  his 
final  passing  as  a  distinct  personal  as  well  as  public  loss.  We 
take  this  opportunity  to  record  our  appreciation  of  the  many 
noble  qualities  of  heart  and  mind  which  characteri/iCd  the 
life-work  of  our  lamented  friend  and  co-worker,  and  to 
register  our  regard  for  one  whose  earnest  manhood  and  sterl- 
ing virtues  endeared  him  to  the  hearts  of  all.    Not  onlj^  the 
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hospital,  but  the  community  at  large,  suffers  an  irreparable 
loss  in  his  demise.  To  his  stricken  family  we  extend  pro- 
foundest  sympathy.

REPORT  or  THE  TREASURER.

The  year  nineteen  hundred  and  nine  has  been  a  particu- 
larly busy  one,  and  from  a  hospital  point  of  view  eminently 
satisfactory.  We  have  had  the  not  unusual  experience  of 
coping  with  a  contagious  disease,  and  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  we  have  no  isolated  building  where  patients  afflicted 
with  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  may  be  treated,  we 
have  satisfactorily  demonstrated  that  the  hospital  possesses 
an  ample  equipment  to  successfufly  meet  ordinary  emergen- 
cies of  this  kind. 

We  have  performed  more  free  work  this  year  than  during 
any  previous  similar  period  since  the  opening  of  the  hospital. 
That  we  have  been  enabled  to  extend  the  charitable  features 
of  the  institution  without  exceeding  the  ordinary  limit  of 
expenditures,  despite  the  fact  that  supplies  of  all  kinds  have 
materially  advanced  in  price,  is  particularly  gratifying. 

Our  circle  of  interested  friends  has  been  enlarged,  and 
the  hospital  is  rapidly  coming  to  be  better  understood  and 
appreciated  by  all  classes  of  our  people. 

We  have  a  free  bed  donated  by  the  Pacific  mills,  Cocheco 
department,  for  the  benefit  of  its  employees,  and  we  trust 
that  this  bed  is  but  one  of  the  many  to  be  established  in  the 
near  future.  We  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Herbert  W.  Owen,  the 
General  Superintendent,  for  the  above  donation,  as  it  was 
largely  through  his  instrumentality  that  it  was  obtained.    It 
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is  a  pleasing  demonstration  of  his  interest  in,  and  good  will 
toward,  the  Wentworth  Hospital. 

Mr.  E.  W.  Rollins  has  done  much  to  relieve  the  monotony 
of  hospital  life  by  his  generous  gift  of  a  Victor  talking  ma- 
chine, with  numerous  records.  It  is  thoroughly  enjoyed  by 
the  patients,  and  we  extend  to  Mr.  Rollins  our  heartiest 
thanks. 

Mr.  Charles  L.  Howe  has  sent  us  an  abundance  of  beau- 
tiful flowers  from  time  to  time  during  the  year,  and  their 
bestowal  has  given  our  patients  a  great  deal  of  pleasure. 

The  Hospital  club  has  rendered  very  material  service 
throughout  the  year.  Supplementing  its  more  substantial 
benefactions  by  gifts  of  magazines  and  flowers,  by  the 
appointment  of  committees  to  visit  those  patients  who  were 
comparatively  friendless,  the  club  has  not  only  rendered  an 
appreciable  kindness  to  the  management,  but  its  intelligent 
and  timely  ministrations  will  long  be  gratefully  remembered 
by  all  who  have  been  brought  within  the  circle  of  its  helpful 
influence. 

The  condition  of  the  training  school  is  very  satisfactory. 
Sixteen  applications  for  admission  have  been  filed  during  the 
year.  Of  this  number  three  have  been  admitted  as  pupils, 
two  are  probationers,  and  the  remainder  either  failed  to  pass 
the  required  examination  or  preferred  locating  elsewhere. 
We  have,  at  the  time  of  filing  this  report,  nine  pupils  in  train- 
ing, two  probationers,  and  one  orderly.  Four  nurses  have 
graduated  during  the  year,  whose  addresses  will  be  found 
below. 

The  clasB  work,  interrupted  in  the  late  spring,  was 
resumed  early  in  Ihe  fall.  The  work  accomplished,  however, 
both  theoretically  and  practically,  has  been  of  a  highly  satis- 
factory order.  We  are  indebted  to  Mrs.  Joseph  B.  Sawyer  for 
an  articulated  human  skeleton,  a  ''Christmas  gift  to  the 
training  school."  We  are  especially  pleased  to  have  this 
deficiency  in  our  equipment  supplied,  and  hope  that  other 
much  needed  models  will  soon  find  their  way  to  our  class  room,

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF    THE 

BOARD  or  TRUSTEES. 


To  THE  City  Councils  and  the  Citizens  of  Dover: 

The  trustees  of  the  Dover  Pubhc  Library  have  the 
honor  to  present  their  twenty-seventh  annual  report,  com- 
prising an  account  of  its  operations,  condition  and  expendi- 
tures during  the  year  1909. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  annexed  schedules  that  a  good 
degree  of  progress  has  been  made  in  enhancing  the  importance 
of  this  instrument  of  direct  service  to  the  people. 

The  trustees  have  steadily  devoted  the  money  at  their 
command  to  building  up  the  library,  according  to  its  avowed 
design. 

Nothing  of  special  importance  has  occurred  during  the 
past  year  to  vary  the  state  and  working  of  the  institution. 
Within  its  income  the  library  has  continued  faithfully  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  assigned  by  the  legislative  act  calling  it 
into  existence. 

The  output  of  the  circulating  department  has  fallen  off 
during  the  year.  Closing  the  public  schools  and  Ubrary  by 
the  board  of  health  for  four  weeks  in  April  and  May  accounts 
for  the  loss. 

The  standard  of  efficiency  has  been  fully  maintained  by 
the  librarian  and  assistants.  In  their  several  positions,  all 
have  been  able  and  devoted  to  their  work.  Patrons  have 
been  served  with  the  minimum  amount  of  inconvenience  and 
the  maximum  number  of  good  books. 
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Considerable  attention  has  been  given  to  discriminative 
purchase  of  popular  books  in  the  French  language.  It  has 
proved  an  attractive  and  valuable  feature.  Other  develop- 
ments of  a  kindred  nature  may  be  expected  to  follow. 

It  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge  that  the  specified 
sum  annually  spent  for  public  library  purposes  yields  a  benefi- 
cent return  to  the  community.  But  a  doubt  is  now  and  anon 
heard  about  the  necessity  of  buying  so  many  books.  ''  There 
are  now  more  volumes  than  one  can  turn  over."  It  is  no 
objection  to  a  library  that  no  one  will  ever  read  it  through. 
In  truth,  every  library  has  more  volumes  than  one  can  mas- 
ter; but  no  library  has  so  many  as  he  may  want  to  consult, 
not  only  new  books  of  reference  and  works  of  literary  merit, 
but  the  current  thought  of  the  day  must  be  provided.  How- 
ever, the  publishers  leave  something  to  be  desired  in  the  mat- 
ter of  binding. 

The  library,  in  all  respects,  is  in  a  satisfactory  condition, 
and  there  are  ample  grounds  for  trust  that  its  high  reputation 
will  suffer  no  decay.  It  has  had  its  windfalls,  and  so  surely  as 
history  repeats  itself  other  persons  of  public  spirit  will  empty 
cornucopias  into  its  lap.  Its  influence  grows  more  and  more 
pervasive.  Awakened  expectation  is  never  disappointed. 
For  not  the  whole  population  can  exhaust  the  capacities  of 
the  institution.  As  an  ''instrument  of  productive  activity" 
its  power  will  go  on  augmenting  instead  of  diminishing.  But 
this  is  far  from  comprising  the  whole  of  the  merits  of  the 
library.  Not  the  least  important  part  of  the  education  of  a 
free  people  is  that  which  brings  out  by  voluntary  reading  the 
qualities  of  deliberation,  forethought,  patriotism,  and  self- 
control — the  qualities  for  securing  which  school-training 
alone  is  far  from  adequate. 

In  the  circulating  department  a  more  common  use  of 
books  of  direct  knowledge  is  now  noticeable — such  as  works 
of  travel,  science,  and  fine  and  useful  arts — and  the  new  inter- 
est does  not  appear  to  weaken  appetite  for  history  and  biogra- 
phy.   Perhaps  this  has  come  about  in  part  because  of  a  gradu- 
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al  elimination  of  restrictive  rules,  which  once  seemed  desir- 
able for  the  highest  advantage  of  all. 

The  reference  department  is  keeping  apace  with  other 
branches  of  library  activity.  This  open  room  holds  out  price- 
less advantages  to  those  who  lack  the  home  privacy  and  con- 
venience necessary  for  quiet  reading  and  study.  But  its 
greatest  value  is  not  for  the  student  class.  It  is  a  library 
in  itself,  where  everybody  can  obtain  what  they  want  quickly, 
not  from  books  alone,  but  from  newspapers,  magazines  and 
reviews.  This  section  commands  the  interest  of  a  large  body 
of  readers,  and  the  reason  is  not  far  to  seek.  The  great  news- 
papers are  conducted  on  a  scale  of  enterprise  and  liberality. 
They  draw  to  them  the  cleverest  men  of  the  day,  and  these 
are  giving  a  distinctive  character  to  our  literature.  This 
character  is  not  so  high  as  it  might  be;  but  it  is  on  a  level, 
and  in  harmony,  with  the  spirit  of  the  age.  The  magazines 
are  in  constant  use.  There  is  no  want  of  ability  here,  nor  of 
interest.  The  best  are  good  vehicles  for  fugitive  expression 
on  many  topics  which  require  more  careful  treatment  than 
can  be  given  in  newspapers.  The  reviews  are  of  higher  pre- 
tensions and  hold  the  regard  of  a  smaller  body  of  readers. 

While  it  is  undoubtedly  true  that  many  books  written 
for  children  are  obviously  rubbish,  it  is  equally  true  that  men 
and  women  of  admitted  ability  and  wide  information  do  not 
think  it  beneath  them  to  write,  and  write  their  best,  for  little 
people.  Dry  facts  have  no  charm  for  the  very  young  mind, 
but  grand  personahties,  real  or  fictitious,  instantly  impress  it 
and  invest  every  circumstance  of  their  lives  and  times  with  a 
powerful  influence.  We  are  meeting  the  problem  of  providing 
juvenile  literature  with  all  the  resources  at  our  command. 
In  fact,  we  are  making  a  high  bid  for  the  attention  of  chil- 
dren. They  cannot  be  made  too  fond  of  good  books,  true 
stories  and  pictures. 

The  evolution  of  the  open  library  is  still  going  on.  Quite 
apart  from  routine  advancement  the  scope  enlarges.  Many 
cities  use  the  branch  library  or  delivery  station.  The  geo- 
graphical conformation  of  our  city  seems  to  demand  some- 
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thing  of  the  kind.  A  branch  library  would  be  out  of  the  ques- 
tion, but  two  delivery  stations  might  be  established  cheaply 
and  profitably.  Without  doubt,  the  adoption  of  such  a  plan 
would  largely  increase  circulation,  and  prove  a  great  con- 
venience to  those  living  at  considerable  distance  from  the 
library.  This  system  has  played  a  notable  part  wherever 
adopted,  and  its  value  is  not  at  all  problematic.  The  primary 
need  of  an  established  public  library  is  a  large  and  increasing 
clientele.  This  is  best  secured  by  removing  as  many  obsta- 
cles as  possible.  It  must  be  made  easy  for  everybody  to  use 
the  books.  Of  course,  it  is  somewhat  absurd  to  imagine  that 
any  one  who  really  wants  a  certain  book  will  not  walk  a  little 
for  it.  But  if  it  comes  to  that  it  is  absurd  to  suppose  that  a 
person  will  not  call  for  books  oftener  if  convenience  attends 
on  inclination.  New  vistas  and  new  enlightenments  come 
more  readily  to  those  who  are  on  an  intimate  footing  with  the 
library. 

We  append,  as  part  of  our  report,  the  report  of  the 
librarian,  the  secretary,  the  treasurer  and  the  committee  on 
finance.

REPORT  OP  THE  LIBRARIAN. 


To  THE  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Dover  Public  Library: 
Gentlemen :     The  report  of  the  Hbrary ,  showing  its  work 
for  the  year  1909,  is  herewith  presented:

These  figures  do  not  include  the  books  and  pamphlets 
received  from  the  United  States  Government  by  virtue  of 
this  library  being  a  government  depository.  Formerly  all 
this  material  was  accessioned  and  made  an  integral  part  of  the 
library,  but  for  the  last  few  years  every  book  and  pamphlet 
that  comes  from  Washington  bears  the  stamp,  "Property  of 
the  United  States  Government."  It  therefore  is  not  ac- 
cessioned, but  is  kept  filed  in  order  on  shelves  in  the  Docu- 
ment rooms,  and  by  entries  in  the  card  catalogue  and  the 
published  Government  indexes,  its  information  is  made 
available.  Monographs  on  timely  and  interesting  subjects 
are  exhibited  for  a  while  in  a  magazine  rack  in  the  reading 
room,  where  also  are  regularly  kept  the  Government  serial 
publications. 
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The  one  department  which  has  received  the  largest  pro- 
portionate increase  is  the  French  department,  to  which  84 
carefully  selected  books  were  added.  In  order  to  make  the 
best  possible  terms  these  books  were  imported  from  book 
dealers  in  Paris  and  Arras,  France.  A  list  of  these  and  the 
other  French  books  in  the  library  was  printed  as  an  addition 
to  the  regular  May  bulletin  and  the  books  have  been  widely 
read  and  warmly  appreciated  by  our  French  citizens. 

THE    year's    circulation. 

The  tota  1  circulation  for  the  year  has  been  58,669,  of 
which  11,902  was  from  the  children's  room;  that  these  figures 
show  a  falling  off  from  last  year  is  due  to  the  scarlet  fever 
epidemic  in  the  spring.  It  will  be  remembered  that  in  1908 
the  circulation  each  month  showed  an  increase  over  the 
corresponding  month  of  the  previous  year,  the  total  gain 
amounting  to  a  little  over  10,000.  At  the  beginning  of  this 
year  this  increase  was  still  holding,  but  at  the  first  rumor  of 
scarlet  fever  both  circulation  and  reading  room  attendance 
went  down.  On  April  17  the  building  was  closed  by  the  order 
of  the  Board  of  Health  and  all  the  books  called  in  for  fumiga- 
tion. At  the  time  of  the  order,  2,300  volumes  were  out  in 
circulation,  of  which  nearly  2,000  were  returned  at  once,  the 
others  being  out  of  town  or  in  families  that  were  not  reached 
by  notices  in  the  daily  paper.  These  2,000  volumes  were  all 
looked  over  for  repairs,  and  then  the  Health  Officer,  acting 
under  the  direction  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  made  a 
thorough  fumigation  of  the  building  and  books.  No  books 
were  received  from  families  where  there  had  been  any  sus- 
picion of  the  fever,  all  these  being  destroyed.  On  May  15, 
after  being  closed  four  weeks  lacking  one  day,  the  library  was 
reopened;  but  both  circulation  and  attendance  felt  the  effect 
of  the  prevailing  uneasiness  and  for  months  did  not  quite 
resume  the  usual  numbers.  The  year's  total,  however,  which 
represents  eleven  months,  instead  of  the  usual  twelve,  shows 
almost  exactly  the  same  monthly  average  as  last  year. 

PERIODICALS. 

During  the  summer  when  the  work  of  circulation  usually 
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lightens,  it  has  been  the  habit  of  the  hbrary  to  undertake  some 
of  the  larger  pieces  of  work  always  becoming  necessary  in  a 
growing  institution.  Last  year  this  was  the  reclassifying  of 
the  public  documents.  This  year  it  was  thorough  rearrange- 
ment of  the  periodical  department.  There  is  no  expenditure 
of  money  for  which  the  library  and  its  patrons  receive  larger 
returns  than  that  used  for  the  periodical  department.  A 
number  of  a  magazine,  for  instance,  for  which  the  library 
pays  less  than  one  dollar  a  year,  stays  in  the  reading  room  for 
the  current  month,  then  is  sent  out  into  circulation  any- 
where from  one  to  twenty  or  more  times,  is  then  bound  and 
again  goes  into  circulation  as  a  bound  volume,  or  remains 
on  the  shelf,  not  to  become  deadwood  but  always  to  be  useful 
in  answering  questions  through  references  in  published  in- 
dexes. The  library  owns  complete  sets,  and  in  a  few  cases 
duplicate  sets,  of  the  most  often  consulted  magazines,  and 
these  with  the  files  that  are  in  varying  degrees  of  complete- 
ness make  a  collection  that  fill  half  the  lower  stack  room.  In 
addition  to  the  reference  use  of  this  department  there  were 
this  year  nearly  5,000  volumes  taken  out  for  home  use. 

MUSIC. 

The  addition  of  music  in  the  last  months  of  1908  proved  so 
satisfactory  in  its  character  and  results  that  the  expenditure 
this  year  of  the  income  of  the  Lothrop  fund,  fifty  dollars,  was 
arranged  to  continue  the  same  general  plan.  Music  club 
programs  and  individual  teachers  were  consulted,  and  mate- 
rial selected  that  would  be  of  immediate  as  well  as  permanent 
use.  The  earlier  possessions  had  been  mainly  of  standard 
and  classical  composers;  this  year's  purchase  was  made  to 
include  modern  composers  and  recent  operas.  A  list  of  this 
music  will  appear  as  part  of  the  December  bulletin. 

LECTURES. 

The  lecture  room  has  been  open  to  the  public  three  times 
for  lectures,  the  first  being  by  Col.  Daniel  Hall,  Feb.  25,  on 
Personal  recollections  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  the  second  by 
Dr.  L.  W.  Flanders,  March  17,  on  Hygiene  of  the  school  and

child,  and  the  third,  June  21,  by  Mrs.  Duryea,  a  speaker  for 
the  Red  Cross  of  New  Hampshire,  on  the  treatment  of  tuber- 
culosis. The  room  has  also  been  used  for  the  children's  story 
hour. 

children's  room. 
In  somewhat  the  same  fashion  as  school  educational  work 
has  developed  from  the  simple  school  in  a  town  or  district  to 
the  graded  system  of  the  modern  community,  library  educa- 
tional work  has  developed  from  the  single  room  in  which  all 
ages  and  tastes  were  served,  to  different  departments,  each 
with  its  specially  trained  attendant.  In  the  children's  de- 
partment the  work  is  still  further  dividing  and  making  itself 
definite,  until  the  children's  room  of  today  is  a  well  organized 
library  in  itself,  with  its  own  librarian,  its  studied  book  selec- 
tion, its  catalogue,  its  separate  registration  and  charging 
system,  its  bulletin  board  for  the  observance  of  patriotic 
events,  its  pictures,  and  now,  this  year  for  the  first  time  with 
us,  the  story  hour.  As  the  value  of  the  story  hour  has  been 
proved  for  several  years  in  other  places.  Miss  Parker  de- 
termined to  introduce  it  here  and  began  on  December  22, 
with  stories  of  Christmas.  There  was  an  attendance  of  65 
children  all  interested  and  pleased,  and  the  hour  will  be  re- 
peated once  a  fortnight  through  the  winter  months.  An- 
other movement  likely  to  bring  excellent  results  with  chil- 
dren's reading  is  the  publication  of  graded  reading  lists,  now 
in  preparation  by  the  superintendent  of  schools  and  the 
librarian,  for  the  use  of  both  schools  and  library  in  the  sys- 
tematized effort  to  get  good  and  suitable  books  into  the 
hands  of  young  readers;  the  whole  purpose  being  to  invite 
children  to  the  use  of  books  that  shall  give  wholesome  enter- 
tainment and  correct  information  and  lead  to  the  formation 
of  healthy  ideals. 

The  general  work  of  the  library  has  been  carried  on  along 
the  same  lines  as  heretofore.  Requests  for  information,  for 
renewal  and  reservation  of  books  are  received  daily  by  tele- 
phone, as  well  as  in  person,  and  receive  prompt  attention. 
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To  answer  questions  for  which  our  books  have  been  inade- 
quate, books  have  been  borrowed  from  the  Boston  Public 
and  Harvard  College  libraries.  The  liberal  practice  of  allow- 
ing a  person  to  borrow  any  number  of  books  at  one  time,  and 
the  vacation  privilege  of  allowing  books  to  be  kept  out  a  num- 
ber of  weeks  without  renewal,  has  been  appreciated  by  bor- 
rowers. Once  a  week  the  staff  have  spent  an  hour  together 
to  confer  regarding  questions  of  library  administration  and 
in  study  of  nineteenth  century  authors.  Pictures  have  been 
kept  on  exhibition  almost  all  the  year,  some  of  the  collections 
being  Velasquez,  Rome,  Eminent  men  of  all  time,  Greece, 
Corot,  Classic  French  art,  Eighteenth  century  colour  prints, 
Wells  cathedral. 

In  addition  to  the  gifts  acknowledged  in  the  table  at  the 
close  of  this  report,  the  library  is  indebted  to  Foster's  Daily 
Democrat  for  its  weekly  notice  of  new  books,  and  also  owes 
thanks  to  many  friends  fo-r  gifts  of  flowers  and  plants  which 
have  contributed  to  the  pleasure  of  library  users. 

Throughout  the  j^ear  the  assistants  have  worked  with 
faithfulness  and  efficiency;  and  the  librarian  desires  once 
more  to  acknowledge  to  the  trustees  her  appreciation  of  their 
interest  and  counsel.

REPORT  OF  CHAIRMAN, 


To  THE  School  Committee: 

I  have  sometimes,  during  the  last  few  years,  questioned 
the  necessity  of  the  chairman  of  the  school  committee  mak- 
ing a  report  at  all.  The  query  applies  to  myself  as  well.  It 
has  seemed,  in  a  measure,  unnecessary  and  perfunctory,  in 
the  sense  of  mechanical.  The  report  of  the  superintendent  is 
so  full,  exhaustive  and  minute  in  details,  as  to  make  a  report 
along  these  lines  but  a  repetition.  For  a  chairman  to  place 
himself  in  competition  with  a  mind  specialized  in  education 
would  indeed  be  preposterous. 

From  those  days,  not  so  many  years  ago  at  that,  when 
this  city  was  divided  into  many  districts,  each  in  charge  of 
its  own  committee,  each  working  along  lines  according  to  its 
best  lights' and  all  producing  good  results  for  their  day  and 
generation,  it  is  a  long  step  to  today  with  its  one  head  trained 
for  this  particular  service,  with  similar  grades  of  schools  work- 
ing with  common  purpose  and  common  end. 

In  those  earlier  days,  as  a  matter  of  course,  it  was  the 
duty  of  the  chairman  of  each  committee  to  give  an  account  of 
his  stewardship,  and  it  was  good,  effective  and  devoted  ser- 
vice. 

Today  we  have  come  upon  new  conditions,  new  methods 
and  a  new  environment,  and  these  duties  are  delegated,  and 
it  is  well  that  they  should  be,  because  it  is  in  line  with  the 
progress  of  the  age. 

It  is  surprising,  as  I  look  back  over  my  twenty-seven 
years  of  service  as  a  member  of  this  committee,  to  see  the 
great  advances  in  breadth,  uniformity,  and  method  of  instruc- 
tion, the  wonderful  increase  in  opportunities  for  our  pupils,  and 
the  safe  tenure  of  office  and  increased  salaries  of  our  teachers. 

I  have  long  been  an  advocate  of  an  increase  in  the  ap- 
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propriation  for  our  evening  school.  With  the  constant 
immigration  to  our  shores  of  people  whose  tongues  are  for- 
eign to  our  own,  there  should  be  no  obstacle  for  economy's 
sake  to  the  assimilation  of  all  races  as  a  part  of  the  com- 
munity. 

This  is  true  not  only  in  a  civic  sense  but  in  an  economic 
sense  as  well.  It  is  a  characteristic  of  human  nature  to  trade 
where  it  can  trade  the  cheapest,  all  other  things  being  equal, 
and  this  can  not  be  done  where  there  is  a  babel  of  tongues. 
I  believe  every  dollar,  within  reasonable  limits,  invested 
in  our  evening  school,  will  be  more  than  returned  to  our 
merchants.  In  a  civic  sense  no  one  would  argue  one  moment 
that  there  should  be  a  cleavage  along  the  lines  of  the  different 
races. 

The  safety  of  all  depends  upon  the  fusing  of  the  many 
into  one  great  unit.  We  can  assist  in  this  by  proper  and  ade- 
quate appropriations  for  our  evening  school. 

I  believe  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  our  high  school 
building  should  be  given  over,  in  its  entirety,  to  the  use  of 
the  high  school,  and  provision  made  elsewhere  for  the 
grammar   classes  now  located  there. 

Because  of  the  surprising  growth  of  our  high  school 
since  the  erection  of  the  new  building,  additional  teachers 
have  been  demanded.  Notwithstanding  this  increase  in  the 
number  of  teachers  every  period  of  every  teacher  is  fully 
occupied,  so  that  there  is  no  opportunity  to  help  individual 
pupils  during  school  hours.  If  this  growth  continues  I  see 
no  other  alternative  than  an  addition  to  the  Belknap  school 
building,  or  the  erection  of  another  building  for  grammar 
school  purposes. 

There  are  vacant  rooms,  to  be  sure,  but  not  properly 
located.  No  committee,  with  reason,  would  think  of  sending 
pupils  out  of  their  natural  school  environment. 

My  predecessor  in  this  office,  in  frequent  addresses  and 
reports,  while  chairman,  advocated  the  addition  of  industri- 
al education  as  a  part  of  the  high  school  curriculum.  I  am 
entirely  in  accord  with  this  proposition. 
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While  we  should  not  abate,  in  any  way,  our  efforts  to- 
wards a  general  education,  or  in  other  words,  the  creation  of 
habit  and  the  ability  to  judge,  I  believe  the  tendency  of  the 
best  educational  thought  is  towards  vocational  education. 

As  Superintendent  Brooks   of  Boston  well   says: 

"Today  the  enormous  growi^h  of  commerci:.!  activity, 
the  development  of  factory  methods,  and  the  disappearance 
of  the  apprenticeship  system  bring  the  community  face  to 
face  with  new  requirements.  The  demand  for  specific  and 
definite  preparation  for  particular  vocations  is  being  urgently 
made  and  it  is  the  business  of  the  schools  to  supply  this 
demand.  Just  as  the  schools  have  always  grown  apace 
with  the  needs  of  the  time,  so  will  they  now  take  upon  them- 
selves this  new  problem  and  solve  it."      , 

And  Chairman  Ellis  of  the  Boston  school  committee 
states  the  case  fully  in  the  following  words: 

"It  must  be  understood  that  these  courses  (meaning  in- 
dustrial training)  do  not  pretend  to  take  the  place  of  ordinary 
apprenticeship.  All  craft  work  requires  the  work  of  both  head 
and  hand.  We  cannot  hope  to  teach  in  the  schools  dexterity 
of  the  hand,  but  we  believe  that  we  can  assist  the  scholar  with 
correlative  study  and  work,  so  that  when  he  finally  does  take 
up  his  trade  he  will  advance  rapidly  and  be  able  to  fill  the 
highest  position  in  that  trade."

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF    THE 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  THE  School  Committee  of  the  School  District  of 

THE  City  of  Dover: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  sixth  annual  report,  it 
being  the  thirty-first  in  a  series  of  similar  reports. 

Statistics  concerning  the  enrollment  and  attendance  of 
the  pupils,  etc.,  based  on  the  school  year  from  September  1, 
1908,  to  June  30,  1909,  and  the  financial  statistics  based  on 
the  fiscal  year,  are  incorporated  in  this  report  under  the 
proper  headings. 

Our  schools  are  gaining  each  year  in  permanent  improve- 
ments. The  number  of  pupils  in  all  the  schools  remains 
nearly  stationery  or  with  a  slight  decrease,  although  the  num- 
ber in  the  high  school  is  still  increasing  and  we  have  reached 
the  mark  of  300  pupils.  In  the  future  we  can  safely  count  on 
300  pupils  in  the  high  school. 

Our  teaching  force  remains  practically  the  same  as  last 
year.  We  have  lost  only  four  teachers  from  the  high  school 
and  three  from  the  grades  since  the  last  report. 

The  teachers  that  have  resigned  in  the  high  school  are 
Grace  W.  Hooper,  Bessie  M.  Brackett,  Mae  J.  Ashworth  and 
Chester  S.  Wendell;  in  the  grades  Florence  Pendexter  of  the 
Back  River  school  and  Marie  L.  Raino  of  the  Garrison  Hill 
school.  In  place  of  these  there  have  been  elected  Lillian  L. 
Latham,  Maude  Winship,  Mabel  L.  Hayes  and  Haldimand  W. 
Neal  for  assistants  in  the  high  school,  and  F.  Allan  Chapman 
for  teacher  of  the  Back  River  school.  After  Miss  Raino's 
resignation,  the  Back  River  school  was  closed  and  Mr.  Chap- 
man, the  teacher,  was  transferred  to  the  Garrison  Hill  school. 

The  Back  River  school  was  closed  for  one  week  and  then 
reopened  with  Mr.  Chapman  as  teacher.  A  substitute  was 
placed  in  the  Garrison  Hill  school  until  the  end  of  the  Fall  term. 
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The  school  system  met  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  Miss 
Julia  A.  Grant,  the  teacher  of  the  fifth  grade  in  the  Sherman 
school.  Miss  Grant  was  born  in  Dover,  January  3,  1871; 
she  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Dover  and  gradu- 
ated from  the  high  school  in  June,  1889;  she  studied  in  the 
Dover  training  school  one  year;  she  taught  six  years  at 
Tolend,  six  years  at  Garrison  Hill,  and  seven  years  in  the 
Sherman  school,  fifth  grade;   she  died  October  20,  1909. 

The  following  resolutions  recommended  by  the  Gram- 
mar school  committee  were  unanimously  passed  by  the  full 
board. 

Dover,  N.  H.,  October,  27,  1909. 
We  recommend  to  the  school  committee  that  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions  be  adopted: 

Whereas,  God  has  removed  from  our  community  and  our 
school  system  one  of  the  most  faithful  and  efficient  teachers, 
Miss  Juha  A.  Grant; 

Whereas,  for  nineteen  years  Miss  Grant  has  given  her 
life  to  the  education  of  our  yoiing  people  and  has  been  untiring 
in  her  efforts  and  most  loyal  in  her  devotion  to  school  work ; 

Resolved,  that  we  extend  to  her  family  our  heartfelt 
sympathy  in  their  great  loss,  a  loss  that  will  be  deeply  felt, 
not  only  by  them  but  by  the  school  department  and  by  her 
many  friends,  young  and  old,  throughout  the  city. 

Resolved,  that  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to  Miss 
Grant's  family,  a  copy  be  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  com- 
mittee, and  a  copy  be  sent  to  Foster's  Democrat  for  publica- 
tion.

Grammar  School  Committee. 
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Miss  Gertrude  O.  Hobbs,  teacher  of  the  Lower  Neck 
school,  was  transferred  to  the  Sherman  school,  5th  grade; 
Miss  Emily  S.  Folsom,  teacher  of  the  Welch  school  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Lower  Neck  school  and  the  Welch  school,  was 
closed. 

This  year  we  have  had  but  one  new  teacher  in  the 
grades.  The  permanency  of  the  teaching  force  is  one  of  the 
causes  for  the  steady  growth  and  improvement  of  our  schools. 

PENMANSHIP. 

We  have  now  had  one  year  of  the  Palmer  system.  The 
results  are  good.  Over  half  of  the  grade  teachers  have  re- 
ceived the  Palmer  certificate  for  proficiency  and  two  of  the 
seventh  grade  pupils  have  also  secured  it. 

I  have  outlined  the  work  for  each  year  and  each  pupil 
will  try  to  complete  the  work  of  his  grade.  A  criticism  de- 
partment is  run  at  the  superintendent's  office  and  each  pupil 
sends  in  his  work  once  a  month  or  oftener  during  the  year. 
These  papers  are  criticised  and  returned.  When  a  pupil  has 
all  of  the  drills  of  his  year's  work  marked  ''good"  he  has  com- 
pleted the  year's  work. 

Under  this  sytem  there  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  in  a 
few  years  a  majority  of  our  pupils  will  write  a  good  legible 
hand  with  a  rapid  arm  movement.  There  is  no  ''royal  road" 
or  "short  cut"  to  good  penmanship,  but  long  practice  in  the 
right  way  under  the  direction  of  a  skillful  teacher  will  make 
the  majority  of  pupils  good  penmen. 

ENGLISH. 

This  is  the  subject  of  most  importance  in  the  graded 
schools  and  one  in  which  we  get  the  least  results.  The 
cause  of  this  condition  is  that  educators  until  the  last  few 
years  did  not  wake  up  to  the  fact  that  the  English  language 
needed  teaching.  They  thought  that  like  "Topsy"  it  had  a 
spontaneous  growth  without  care  and  attention,  and  that  in 
connection  with  other  studies  sufficient  English  could  be 
learned.  They  did  not  realize  how  broad  its  field  is,  that  its 
scope  takes  in  three  great  branches,  each  a  study  in  itself; 
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(1)  the  acquiring  of  a  good  vocabulary,  (2)  the  acquiring  of 
ease  and  power  in  composition  work,  (3)  the  acquiring  of 
taste  for  good  Uterature. 

In  the  first  case  many  educators  have  thought  that  a 
child  acquires  sufficient  vocabulary  from  the  conversation  of 
others  and  from  the  use  in  his  own  conversation  of  what  he 
hears.    It  was  thought  also  that  the  reading  of  good  books  was 
a  great  help  in  securing  a  good  vocabulary.    It  is  true  that 
the  vocabulary  of  every  child  is  made  from  the  conversation 
of  the  people  with  whom  he  associates,  with  slight  additions 
from  the  books  he  reads.    But  this  method  gives  a  very  limit- 
ed vocabulary  for  use  in  speaking  and  writing.    The  vocabu- 
lary clearly  understood  by  the  child  in  his  reading  is  much 
larger  than  he  can  use  in  speaking  and  writing.    The  ques- 
tion comes  home,  can  the  speaking  vocabulary  be  increased 
so  that  the  child  may  use  English  with  ease  and  fluency  in  his 
talk?    This  power  in  words  comes  from  their  study.    There 
must  be  careful  consideration  of  words  as  units,  of  how  they 
are  made,  of  root,  prefix,  and  suffix,  of  their  compound  parts, 
of  their  synonyms,  and  in  the    high  school  of   the  language 
from  which  they  are  derived.    Time  must  be  given  to  word 
analysis  and  word  synthesis,  to  word  building  from  roots, 
prefixes,  and  suffixes.     New  words  should  be  acquired  from 
the  study  of  their  component  parts  and  should  be  turned 
about  in  the  mind  and  upon  the  tongue  of  the  pupil  until  they 
become  his  possession  for  use.    The  learning  of  a  vocabulary 
should  not  be  neglected  but  should  receive  its  due  proportion 
of  time  in  the  English  course.    In  the  primary  grades  it  is  of 
supreme  importance  and  in  the  grammar  grades  it  should 
not  be  forgotten. 

The  broadest  field  in  English  is  composition  writing, 
since  it  includes  so  many  different  departments  of  study; 
namely,  penmanship,  spelling,  capitalization,  punctuation, 
grammar,  rhetoric,  and  finally,  having  something  to  write. 
This  work  in  composition  should  commence  as  early  as  in  the 
third  grade  and  should  have  at  least  one-third  of  the  time  in 
the  rest  of  the  course  in  English.    No  one  of  the  different  lines 
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of  work  should  be  neglected  in  any  piece  of  writing,  though 
rhetoric  will  receive  more  attention  in  the  high  school.  Com- 
mencing in  the  primary  grades  the  points  to  be  secured  in 
written  English  are  good,  rapid,  legible  penmanship,  correct 
spelling,  the  correct  use  of  capitals  and  punctuation,  correct 
grammatical  construction,  logical  arrangement  of  thought, 
good  paragraphing,  and  something  worth  writing.  All  of 
these  details  should  be  considered  in  every  written  lesson  until 
the  ability  to  write  well  has  been  secured. 

The  love  and  appreciation  of  good  literature  does  not 
exist  in  the  hearts  of  our  children  to  any  great  extent.  This  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  children  read  but  very  little  good  litera- 
ture. Their  reading  for  the  greater  part  is  novels  and  books 
of  exciting  adventures  and  circumstances;  as  a  result  they  do 
not  enjoy  a  quiet  piece  of  good  literature.  The  taste  has 
never  been  acquired.  Besides,  in  the  high  school  where  the 
pupils  are  supposed  to  study  good  literature  many  of  the 
pieces  selected  for  study  in  the  college  entrance  requirements 
are  so  beyond  the  understanding  of  the  pupils  that  they  ac- 
quire a  distaste  rather  than  a  love  for  good  literature.  The 
college  entrance  requirements  are  gradually  changing  and  in 
a  few  years  there  will  be  a  great  improvement  in  this  respect. 
It  remains  for  the  grade  teachers  to  select  such  pieces  of  good 
literature  for  their  children  that  they  may  enjoy  as  they  read 
and  from  the  study  of  such  pieces  learn  to  love  them. 

During  this  school  year  I  shall  thoroughly  revise  the 
course  in  English  and  shall  arrange  the  course  so  as  to  outline 
the  work,  week  by  week  for  each  grade.  For  this  purpose 
teachers'  meetings  are  being  held  each  week  that  we  may 
have  the  best  experience  of  all  embodied  in  the  course. 

We  hope  to  arrange  a  course  that  will  give  the  largest 
results  with  the  least  expenditure  of  time. 

GEOGRAPHY. 

The  ideal  geography  is  yet  to  be  published.  In  the  books 
of  the  present  time  there  is  too  much  cataloguing  of  cities 
with  a  few  catch  words  about  each  and  too  little  attention  to 
the  industrial,  commercial  and  educational  life  of  the  pet)- 
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pie.  As  soon  as  we  get  our  English  course  on  a  satisfactory- 
basis  I  intend  to  study  the  question  of  the  best  course  and 
the  best  text-book  in  geography. 

ARITHMETIC. 

I  have  now  completed  the  manuscript  copy  of  an  arith- 
metic fitted  for  our  course  and  each  teacher  is  now  using  a 
desk  copy.  This  will  make  uniformity  in  all  of  the  schools 
and  greater  efficiency  in  the  work.  In  the  last  examination 
in  this  subject  980  pupils  or  all  present  in  our  schools  on  that 
day,  except  a  part  of  the  first  grade,  got  an  average  of  75.4 
per  cent,  on  the  basis  of  rigid  marking.  This  shows  that 
three-fourths  of  the  work  was  entirely  correct.  We  cannot 
expect  much  better  results. 

TEXT-BOOKS    IN   THE    OTHER    STUDIES. 

In  reading  we  have  a  large  variety  of  books  carefully 
selected  for  their  worth.  These  give  the  children  a  taste  for 
all  kinds  of  literature  as  well  as  teach  them  the  mechanics  of 
reading.  In  spelling  and  history  we  have  two  excellent  books 
for  each  subject.  In  civics,  physiology  and  algebra,  for  a 
brief  course,  the  text  books  cannot  be  bettered. 

SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

The  repair  committee  of  the  city  councils  has  done  ex- 
cellent work  in  keeping  the  school  buildings  in  good  condition. 
Alderman  Sherry,  chairman  of  the  committee,  has  been  un- 
tiring in  his  'efforts  to  make  every  cent  of  his  appropriation 
count  for  the  necessary  improvements,  but  he  cannot  do 
more  than  his  appropriation  permits.  There  is  need  of  con- 
siderable work  upon  the  grounds  of  the  Pierce  school,  the 
Varney  school,  the  Belknap  school,  and  the  Hale  school.  In 
each  one  of  these  four  grounds  there  should  be  new  concrete 
walks  and  some  grading.  The  present  appropriation  for 
repairs  takes  care  of  the  necessary  changes  in  the  interior  of 
the  buildings  but  is  not  sufficient  for  this  outside  work.  The 
appearance  of  neglect  in  the  3^ards  is  not  in  keeping  with  the 
pleasant  rooms  where  the  children  study.  To  my  mind  it  is 
a  part  of  education  to  have  the  grounds  where  the  children 
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play  and  assemble  neat,  tidy,  and  well  kept,  and  it  seems  to 
me  wise  for  this  committee  to  request  the  city  councils  to 
make   the   appropriation  for  repairs  of  schoolhouses  large ' 
enough  so  that  the  school  grounds  can  be  made,  if  not  an  orna- 
ment, at  least  a  credit  to  the  city. 

Again  the  time  is  near  at  hand,  if  not  already  here,  when 
we  shall  need  another  four  room  school  building  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  city.  The  high  school  is  growing  larger 
every  year.  As  a  result  in  a  few  years  the  two  graded  schools 
in  that  building  will  be  crowded  out  and  we  have  no  place  for 
them  to  go.  The  school  in  the  basement  of  the  City  Hall  is  a 
pleasant  one,  but  the  children  have  no  grounds  on  which  to 
play.  The  city  officials  are  very  kind  and  lenient,  yet  it  is 
some  inconvenience  to  them  to  have  the  school  there.  An- 
other place  should  be  provided  for  this  school  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. Therefore  we  need  three  school  rooms  to  supply  our 
present  needs  on  the  South  side.  It  would  be  well  for  the 
committee  to  recommend  to  the  city  councils  the  erection 
of  such  a  building.  It  is  a  matter  of  only  a  short  time  before 
it  must  be  built. 

On  the  North  side  it  is  with  great  difficulty  that  the  su- 
perintendent is  able  to  fill  the  Sherman  school  with  the  neces- 
sary number  of  pupils,  because  of  the  hostility  to  its  location. 
In  spite  of  the  fact  that  Chairman  Sherry  has  kept  the  build- 
ing in  the  best  of  condition,  and  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the 
school  is  well  equipped  with  good  teachers  and  good  books  and 
supplies,  this  hostility  does' not  abate.  Parents  allege  and 
with  truth  upon  their  side  that  drunkenness  is  more  common 
in  that  part  of  the  city  and  that  it  is  not  right  for  children  to 
be  exposed  to  the  dangers  that  arise  from  such  conditions. 
It  seems  to  me  wise  for  this  committee  to  urge  upon  the  city 
councils  the  need  now  of  another  building  upon  the  North 
side  in  a  better  locality. 

INDUSTRIAL   EDUCATION. 

One  of  the  great  needs  of  our  school  system  is  industrial 
education.  Every  year  there  go  out  from  our  schools  many 
boys  and  girls  fourteen  years  of  age  and  upwards  to  go  to 
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work.  Last  Jiln)e  iti  making  the  state  report  I  found  there 
were  141  between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  sixteen  years  who 
had  received  work  certificates.  These  boys  and  girls  have  no 
knowledge  beyond  what  the  primary  grades  and  a  year  or 
two  in  the  grammar  grades  give  them.  They  go  to  work  as 
unskilled  laborers  and  have  to  remain  so,  unless  their  own 
abilities  raise  them  higher. 

The  number  that  go  to  work  is  larger  than  we  think 
and  than  the  work  certificates  show,  since  the  work  certifi- 
cate is  needed  only  between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  sixteen. 
The  average  number  of  pupils  in  the  primary  grades  is  about 
140.  The  average  number  in  the  grammar  grades  is '30 
smaller  or  about  110,  a  loss  of  120  pupils  in  those  four  grades. 
The  loss  in  the  high  school  is  still  greater,  amounting  to  about 
50  pupils  per  class,  or  about  200  pupils  for  the  four  classes. 
It  is  true  that  we  have  300  pupils  in  our  high  school,  but  60 
of  these  are  non-resident  pupils,  leaving  240  from  our  city. 
If  all  the  pupils  in  the  primary  grades  went  to  the  high 
school,  there  would  be  four  classes  of  140  each  or  560  pupils. 
We  have  now  but  240  resident  pupils,  which  shows  a  loss  of 
320  pupils.  As  has  been  shown  before,  120  of  this  loss  is  in 
the  grammar  grades,  and  200  in  entering  the  high  school  or 
in  the  high  school. 

If  all  the  pupils  in  the  primary  grades  went  on  to  high 
school,  and  we  include  the  non-resident  pupils,  we  would 
have  four  classes  of  155  pupils,  or  620  pupils  in  the  high  school 
and  would  be  graduating  classes  of  155  instead  of  50  or  60. 
There  is  a  loss  of  nearly  two-thirds  of  our  pupils  before  they 
graduate  from  the  high  school. 

This  loss  is  caused  by  many  reasons.  The  two  most 
important  are,  first,  that  the  parents  need  the  assistance  of 
the  children  in  the  support  of  the  family,  secondly,  that  the 
courses  in  the  high  school  do  not  meet  the  needs  of  these  boys 
and  girls.  If  these  320  boys  and  girls  could  be  trained  in 
work  leading  directly  to  their  future  employment,  they  would 
stay  in  school  longer,  they  would  be  better  prepared  for  their 
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life  work,  they  would  secure  better  places  and  higher  pay, 
and  they  would  make  better  citizens. 

From  this  discussion  it  is  seen  that  the  serious  need  of 
our  public  school  system  is  an  industrial  education  fitting 
our  boys  and  girls  for  good  work  in  the  industries  of  our  city. 
In  my  opinion  the  school  department  should  always  keep  this 
thought  before  the  people  until  a  school  of  industrial  educa- 
tion is  secured. 

HIGH    SCHOOL. 

Last  year  there  was  put  into  practice  in  our  high  school 
a  system  by  which  each  backward  or  careless  pupil  was  looked 
after  by  the  teachers  that  taught  him,  and  every  effort  was 
made  by  the  teachers  to  strengthen  the  scholarship  of  such  a 
pupil  and  to  make  his  attendance  constant  in  the  school. 
The  results  at  the  end  of  the  year  showed  that  the  effort  paid. 
There  were  less  pupils  that  failed  of  promotion,  the  attendance 
was  better  during  the  year,  and  the  loss  of  pupils  during  the 
summer  vacation  was  sm*aller.  Nearly  all  of  the  pupils  that 
had  work  to  make  up  during  the  summer  did  so  and  were 
promoted  to  the  next  class.  Now  hardly  a  pupil  has  more 
than  the  regular  work  of  his  class  to  carry. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  the  school,  308,  is  the  largest 
in  its  history.  This  is  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that  the  loss 
from  the  school  has  been  small  and  in  part  to  quite  an  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  tuition  pupils.  The  number  of  tui- 
tion pupils  is  now  64.  The  receipts  for  tuition  for  the  last 
six  years  are  as  follows :

There  is  no  question  now  but  that  we  have  reached  our 
maximum  number  of  tuition  pupils  since  our  losses  by  gradu- 
ation and  other  causes  will  equal  our  gains  each  year. 
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The  surprising  thing  about  the  enrollment  is  the  fact 
that  the  boys  are  only  two  less  in  number  than  the  girls.  As 
a  common  rule  the  girls  outnumber  the  boys  in  high  schools 
by  a  considerable  number,sometimes  almost  two  to  one.  Our 
boys  are  remaining  in  high  school  and  are  doing  very  good 
work.  With  an  industrial  school  in  our  plant  the  high  school 
would  hold  practically  every  boy  that  graduated  from  the 
grammar  school. 

In  the  prize  speaking  contest  the  prizes  were  awarded 
again  by  the  vote  of  the  audience.  The  first  vote  resulted 
in  a  tie  between  Bertha  Boyle  and  Walter  Morrissette.  In 
the  second  vote  Bertha  Boyle  won  and  was  awarded  the 
medal.  Walter  Morrissette  received  the  second  prize  of  ten 
dollars. 

The  loss  of  teachers  in  the  high  school  was  not  large 
at  the  opening  of  the  school  year  and  we  hope  in  a  few 
years  to  keep  a  permanent  force  of  first  class  teachers  by 
paying  them  salaries  according  to  their  worth. 

The  shorthand  department  of  the  school  has  been  im- 
proved by  changing  four  old  typewriters  for  new  machines. 

The  laboratories  have  been  kept  up  to  a  fair  equipment 
and  a  number  of  new  slides  have  been  bought  for  the  stere- 
opticon. 

The  school  is  well  supplied  with  modern  text-books  and 
the  courses  have  been  made  to  harmonize  with  the  state 
requirements. 

For  the  programs  of  courses  and  recitations  I  refer  you 
to  the  appendix  and  for  further  information  about  the  school 
to   the   principal's  report. 

GRADE    SCHOOLS. 

In  my  experience  I  have  never  found  teachers  in  any 
place  work  harder  to  secure  good  results  than  in  Dover.  Our 
teachers  are  studying  every  problem  that  comes  to  them 
and  endeavoring  to  the  best  of  their  ability  to  work  each 
problem  out  so  that  it  may  result  in  the  greatest  good  to 
all.     The  individual  child  is  being  studied  more  and  more 
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and  every  effort  is  being  made  to  give  the  needed  help  to 
every  child  so  that  each  one  may  advance  with  his  class. 

The  number  that  failed  of  promotion  in  the  grades  was 
very  small  except  in  the  first  grade.  The  larger  number  there 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  it  takes  time  for  the  first  grade  child  to 
find  himself  in  school,  and  to  the  fact  that  sickness  and  bad 
weather  keep  him  from  school  more  than  they  do  the  pupils 
of  other  grades.  The  record  of  June,  1909,  in  regard  to  pro- 
motions is  as  follows:

Even  with  the  large  number  that  failed  of  promotion  in 
the  first  grade  there  were  less  than  8  per  cent,  of  all  the  grades 
that  failed  to  advance,  and  omitting  the  first  grade  there 
were  but  4  per  cent,  that  failed  of  promotion  in  the  other 
grades. 

Our  teachers  are  studying  the  subjects  they  teach  more 
and  more  each  year.  The  special  subject  for  consideration 
this  year  is  English,  and  we  expect  at  the  beginning  of  the 
next  school  year  to  have  a  good  course  completed  which  shall 
outline  the  work  week  by  week,  and  by  the  use  of  which  we 
can  get  effective  results. 

The  grade  schools  are  not  overcrowded  in  numbers.  In 
October  the  Welch  school  was  closed  because  the  number  of 
pupils  was  small  and  they  could  be  taken  care  of  just  as  well 
in  the  Hale  and  Varney  schools. 

The  suburban  schools  are  growing  smaller  each  year,  and 
it  will  be  only  a  question  of  time  when  it  will  be  cheaper  to 
transport  the  pupils  of  each  district  rather  than  run  the 
school. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  the  suburban  schools  are:

Back  River 17 

Upper  Neck 9 

Lower  Neck 10 
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Although  we  have  very  good  teachers  in  these  schools, 
the  children  have  a  better  opportunity  in  the  city  schools 
where  there  is  a  single  grade  and  competition  among  a  larger 
number. 

Owing  to  the  many  needs  of  the  high  school  quite  a  large 
part  of  the  text-book  fund  for  several  years  has  been  ex- 
pended for  high  school  supplies.  The  result  is  that  the  grade 
schools  will  need  next  year  quite  a  large  number  of  new  books, 
since  many  of  their  books  are  old  and  worn  out.  The  life  of  a 
book  in  the  high  school  is  three  to  four  years,  in  the  grades 
we  have  made  some  of  the  books  last  ten  years. 

I  want  to  see  the  grades  next  year  well  equipped  with  the 
best  material  in  English  and  in  supplementary  reading. 

EVENING    SCHOOL. 

The  evening  school  last  winter  was  not  quite  as  large  as 
the  previous  year.  The  total  enrollment  was  201  and  the 
average  attendance  119. 

From  the  registers  I  have  obtained  the  following  record 
of  our  evening  school.  It  was  started  in  1883  and  has  been 
run  each  year  for  an  average  of  about  15  weeks,  with  the 
exception  of  four  years.

The  enrollment  this  year  is  over  170  and  still  increasing. 
The  total  enrollment  will  amount  to  about  200  and  the  aver- 
age attendance  will  be  large. 

It  would  be  well  to  commence  the  school  a  month  earlier 
in  the  Fall  and  run  it  a  few  weeks  later  in  the  Spring.  A  thou- 
sand dollars  could  be  spent  with  profit  to  the  city  in  Ameri- 
canizing the  foreign  born  people  of  our  city  and  I  would  rec- 
ommend to  the  committee  that  that  appropriation  be  asked 
from  the  city  councils  for  next  year. 

The  teachers  for  this  year  are  W.  D.  Davis,  Principal, 
John  Daeris,  Bill  Pappas,  Peter  Marrion,  Miss  Ida  B. 
Hanson,  Miss  Nellie  F.  Grant,  Miss  Mary  E.  Twombly. 

The  whole  work  of  the  school  is  to  teach  the  foreign  born 
pupil  the  English  language.  The  increased  attendance  shows 
that   the   school   is   appreciated. 

MUSIC. 

This  city  is  fortunate  in  retaining  the  services  of  the 
supervisor,  Mr.  French,  so  many  years.  Mr.  French  has 
studied  the  music  problem  in  our  schools  in  all  of  its  details 
and  is  constantly  making  improvements  in  his  course  and 
methods  so  as  to  secure  better  results.  His  aim  is  to  lay  a 
thorough  foundation  of  music  in  the  mind  and  heart  of  each 
pupil  so  that  he  may  be  prepared  to  enjoy  good  music  and  to 
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produce  it  as  far  as  lies  in  his  power.  Mr.  French  has  good 
success  in  his  work. 

Besides  his  regular  work  he  plans  to  give  each  year  a 
concert  made  up  from  the  talent  in  the  high  school. 

The  report  of  the  supervisor  will  be  found  in  the  reports 
and  his  time  schedule  in  the  appendix. 

DRAWING. 

At  the  end  of  the  school  year  Mr.  Wendell  was  obliged  to 
withdraw  from  teaching  drawing  in  the  high  school  since  he 
had  to  leave  the  city  to  continue  his  studies  at  Harvard.  Mr. 
Haldimand  W.  Neal,  a  senior  at  Durham  College,  was  elected 
to  fill  his  place.  Mr.  Neal  is  carrjdng  along  the  work  very 
well. 

In  the  grades  the  teachers  are  following  the  course  out- 
lined by  previous  drawing  teachers  and  are  giving  the  re- 
quired amount  of  time  to  the  subject.  We  expect  to  make  a 
good  display  of  the  work  of  the  pupils  in  the  Spring. 

HEALTH. 

Unfortunately  last  Spring  an  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever 
swept  over  the  city  and  we  lost  three  weeks  from  the  school 
year.  The  loss  has  been  apparent  in  the  work  of  the  pupils 
this  year.  Nevertheless,  we  have  reason  to  rejoice  that  the 
disease  ran  so  light  and  there  were  no  fatal  cases  among  our 
children. 

It  would  be  well  if  we  could  have  medical  inspection  in 
our  schools.  Some  of  these  epidemics  could  be  prevented 
and  much  good  would  be  derived  from  letting  the  parents 
know  of  the  physical  condition  of  their  children.  In  a  feeble 
way  the  teachers  and  myself  have  done  what  we  could  to 
remedy  the  bad  condition  of  eyes  and  ears.  Two  years  ago 
we  found  191  children  with  defective  eyes  whose  difficulties 
had  not  been  relieved  in  any  way.  In  the  majority  of  these 
cases  the  parents  took  action  at  once.  In  quite  a  number  of 
cases,  however,  the  parents  were  not  able  to  furnish  glasses 
or  were  indifferent  about  it.  Our  philanthropic  people  and 
societies  gladly  gave  money  to  supply  these  with  glasses,  and 
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Drs.  Reed  and  Flanders  gave  their  services  and  Dr.  Reed 
supplied  the  glasses  at  cost. 

Last  year  there  were  over  50  children  that  needed  glasses 
and  quite  a  large  number  of  these  had  to  be  supplied 
from  funds  raised  by  subscription.  This  year  the  number  will 
be  about  the  same  and  I  shall  see  that  all  needing  glasses  are 
supplied. 

It  is  much  harder  to  detect  defective  hearing.  The 
teachers  have  found  but  few  cases  where  the  hearing  did  not 
appear  to  be  normal.  In  those  cases  all  was  being  done  by  the 
parents  that  could  be  done  to  relieve  the  difficulty.  It  is 
quite  possible  that  a  number  of  cases  have  been  overlooked. 

If  we  had  medical  inspection  in  our  schools,  the  condition 
of  eyes  and  ears  would  be  thoroughly  known,  the  many  cases 
of  adenoids  could  be  detected,  the  presence  of  infectious  dis- 
eases could  be  discovered  and  the  cases  cared  for  before  they 
had  made  much  headway. 

Our  sister  state  on  the  south  is  doing  much  in  medical 
inspection  of  the  schools  and  is  finding  it  of  great  value  as  an 
educational  measure.  I  would  recommend  it  to  the  consider- 
ation of  our  committee. 

TELEPHONES. 

The  matter  of  placing  a  telephone  in  each  school  building 
has  been  considered  by  the  committee  for  a  year.  Several 
efforts  have  been  made  to  get  the  telephone  company  to  fur- 
nish at  least  one  more  free  telephone.  So  far  these  efforts 
have  been  of  no  avail.  On  December  20th,  the  finance 
committee  voted  to  install  a  telephone  in  the  Sawyer  school 
and  one  in  the  Belknap  school.  These  two  telephones  will 
increase  the  efficiency  of  our  school  system  and  more  than 
compensate  for  the  cost. 

LIMITS    OF    SCHOOL   DISTRICTS. 

There  are  some  changes  in  these  limits,  since  this  year  the 
City  Hall  school  and  the  high  school,  grade  VIII,  have  both 
sexes;  the  Welch  school  has  been  closed;  and  the  Belknap 
school  grade  5b,     contains  now  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades. 
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The  following  table  of  limits  gives  the  general  outlines  of 
the  districts  which  are  subject  to  such  changes  as  may  be  nec- 
essary from  time  to  time. 

GRADE   VIII. 

Sawyer  school. — The  northern  part  of  the  city  bounded 
on  the  south  by  the  B.  &  M.  R.  R.,  east  of  the  Cocheco  river, 
and  Fourth  street  west  of  the  Cocheco  river. 

City  Hall  school. — South  of  the  Sawyer  limits  to  Silver 
street,  and  as  far  west  as  Belknap  street;  south  on  Central 
avenue  to  Stark  avenue  and  east  of  these  streets.  Suburban 
districts. 

High  school. — All  of  the  southern  and  western  part  of 
the  city  not  included  in  the  above  limits. 

GRADE    VII. 

Sawyer  school. — The  northern  part  of  the  city  bounded 
on  the  south  by  the  B.  &  M.  R.  R.,  east  of  the  Cocheco  river 
and  Fourth  street  west  of  the  Cocheco  river. 

High  school. — South  of  the  Sawyer  limits  to  Silver  street, 
and  as  far  west  as  Belknap  street;  south  on  Central  avenue  to 
Stark  avenue  and  east  of  these  streets.    Suburban  districts. 

Belknap  school. — All  of  the  southern  and  western  part 
of  the  city  not  included  in  the  above  limits. 

GRADES   VI,    V. 

Sawyer  school. — The  northern  part  of  the  city  bounded 
on  the  south  by  Fourth  street,  west  of  the  Cocheco  river,  the 
B.  &  M.  R.  R.  between  Cocheco  river  and  Central  avenue, 
and  Ham  street  east  of  Central  avenue. 

Sherman  school. — South  of  the  Sawyer  limits  to  George 
street  and  St.  Thomas  street  and  as  far  west  as  Belknap 
street.  In  addition,  Rolhnsford,  Fresh  Creek,  Garrison  Hill 
district,  and  Blackwater. 

Belknap  school  (b). — South  of  the  Sherman  limits  to 
the  lower  end  of  Central  avenue  and  as  far  west  as  Locust 
street. 

Belknap  school  (a). — All  the  southern  and  western  part 
of  the  city  not  included  in  the  above  limits. 
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GRADES   IV,    III,    II. 

Sawyer  school. — The  northern  and  western  part  of  the 
city.  The  southern  boundary  is  Cocheco  river  and  Fourth 
street  west  of  the  Cocheco  river;  the  eastern  boundary  is 
Central  avenue.  In  addition,  the  eastern  side  of  Central  av- 
nue  as  far  south  as  Preble  street  and  the  western  ends  of  Oak 
street,  Hill  street.  Ham  street,  and  New  York  street. 

Pierce  school. — East  of  the  Sawyer  limits  and  as  far 
south  as  Washington  street  but  not  including  the  section  east 
of  Central  avenue  set  over  into  Sawyer  district. 

Varney  school. — East  of  Central  avenue,  south  from 
Peirce  limits  to  George  street  and  Payne  street;  west  of  Cen- 
tral avenue  south  from  Sawyer  limit  to  Silver  street  and  in- 
cluding this  street.  In  addition,  Young  street.  Water  street, 
Rutland  street,  Knox  Marsh,  Littleworth  and  Tolend. 

Hale  school. — South  of  Varney  limits  to  rural  districts. 
Pupils  from  Garrison  Hill  district  and  Blackwater  will  be 
transported  to  the  school  having  the  smallest  number  of  pupils. 

GRADE    I. 

Sawyer  school. — The  northern  and  western  part  of  the 
city.  The  southern  boundary  is  Cocheco  river  and  Fourth 
street  west  of  the  river;  the  eastern  boundary  is  Central 
avenue. 

Peirce  school. — East  of  the  Sawyer  limits  and  south  to 
Peirce  street  and  including  Peirce  street. 

Sherman  school. — South  of  Peirce  limits  east  of  Central 
avenue  to  Washington  street,  south  of  Sawyer  limits  west  of 
Central  avenue  to  Washington  street,  and  as  far  west  as 
Fayette  street. 

Varney  school. — West  of  Central  avenue  and  south  from 
Sherman  limits  to  Silver  street  and  including  this  street.  In 
addition,  Tolend,  Littleworth,  Knox  Marsh,  and  part  of 
Children's  Home. 

Hale  school. —  South  from  the  Sherman  and  Varney 
limits  to  suburban  districts  with  the  exception  of  a  part  of 
the  Children's  Home, 
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CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion  I  express  my  thanks  to  the  committee  for 
their  unfailing  support  of  every  good  measure  for  the  schools.

Last  year  we  had  one  more  boy  enrolled  than  we  had 

girls,  and  this  year  the  two  sexes  remain  almost  equal  in 
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numbers.    This  is  very  unusual  for  a  high  school.    We  have 
now  64  tuition  pupils. 

ORNAMENTATION. 

During  the  year  the  plans  for  the  decoration  of  our  beau- 
tiful school  building  have  been  advanced  by  the  addition  of 
some  pictures  and  casts,  by  the  setting  of  the  1908  memorial 
window  and  by  the  gift  of  a  magnificent  copy  of  Donatello's 
St.  George.  This  was  given  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Hobbs,  76,  and 
Miss  Ahce  Hobbs,  78,  in  memory  of  their  father,  a  life  long 
resident  of  this  city.  Through  the  munificence  of  Hon.  E.  W. 
Rollins,  we  are  equipped  with  a  suitable  Victor  machine  and 
a  considerable  number  of  valuable  records.  I  hope  that  citi- 
zens interested  in  musical  education  will  add  to  the  records, 
others  of  worth. 

CERTAIN    COLLEGES    FOR   WOMEN. 

Three  of  the  New  England  colleges  for  women — Mt. 
Holyoke,  Smith  and  Wellesley — are  maintaining  an  eccentric 
position  in  regard  to  entrance  requirements.  They  refuse  to 
credit  the  advanced  course  in  American  history  required  by 
law  in  all  New  Hampshire  high  schools,  and  demand  in  its 
place  a  single  year  in  a  third  foreign  language.  This  means 
in  effect  that  each  girl  preparing  for  one  of  these  colleges  must 
take  five  studies  during  her  senior  or  junior  year.  Few  girls 
should  attempt  this  as  the  taking  of  an  extra  study  means 
either  that  the  work  in  all  subjects  is  poorly  done,  or  the 
time  that  should  be  given  to  recreation,  physical  exercise  and 
sleep  is  sacrificed  to  meet  an  unnecessary  demand.  It  works 
ill  to  the  school,  too.  To  illustrate,  this  year  seven  junior 
girls  are  taking  an  extra  study  to  meet  these  college  imposi- 
tions, a  condition  which  of  necessity  has  lowered  the  standard 
of  work  in  the  junior  class. 

The  school  cannot  advise  parents  to  permit  their  daugh- 
ters to  take  five  studies  a  year.  It  advises  rather,  either  five 
years  for  preparation,  or  the  choice  of  another  college.  It 
need  be  noted  the  difficulty  is  not  that  the  requirement  for 
entrance  to  these  colleges  is  more  difficult,  or  that  the  stand- 
ard of  work  is  higher  than  at  other  colleges,  but  merely  that 
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they  are  unwilling  to  meet  New  Hampshire  conditions.  The 
course  in  history  is  accepted  by  the  men's  colleges,  by  such 
co-educational  colleges  as  Bates,  Boston  University,  Brown, 
Colby  and  New  Hampshire,  and  by  Vassar,  in  fact  by  prac- 
tically every  college  except  the  three  named. 

THE  COURSE  IN  UNITED  STATES  HISTORY. 

The  New  Hampshire  Legislature  of  1905  passed  a  law 
which  made  United  States  history  a  required  study  of  all 
high  school  pupils.  This  course  has  been  so  misunderstood 
that  I  wish  to  explain  its  purpose  here.  Parents  say  that 
since  their  children  had  United  States  history  in  the  eighth 
grade,  they  see  no  need  of  taking  it  again  in  the  high  school. 
The  two  courses  in  history  are  entirely  distinct.  That 
of  the  eighth  grade  centers  around  the  great  men  and  great 
events  of  the  nation's  hfe.  It  is  military,  dramatic,  and 
biographical.  The  high  school  course  is  the  central  study  of 
the  senior  year,  and  has  for  its  purpose  and  aim,the  develop- 
ment of  citizenship.  It  has  little  to  do  with  the  wars  and 
military  leaders  of  the  nation  but  studies  the  commercial, 
economic  and  social  development  of  the  United  States.  It 
studies  carefully  New  Hampshire's  part  in  this  development, 
and  the  history  of  Dover.  Together  with  this  we  study  the 
formation  and  interpretation  of  the  national  constitution, 
the  constitution  of  New  Hampshire,  and  the  government  of 
Dover.  We  study  the  duties  of  state,  county, and  city  officials, 
and  the  duties  of  a  citizen  in  his  relationship  with  the  nation, 
the  State,  and  the  city.  In  short,  we  aim  to  make  citizens, 
and  are  sure  that  we  have  a  course  ofgreater  value  than 
a  single  year  in  a  third  foreign  language.  Our  course  has 
received  high  approval  from  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Instruction. 

THE  COURSE  IN  ENGLISH. 

Our  course  in  English  has  been  largely  modified  this  year 
to  fit  it  more  closely  to  the  securing  of  practical  results.  The 
amount  of  literature  to  be  read  has  been  increased  and  some 
of  the  more  difficult  books  replaced  by  others  of  greater  inter- 
est.    The  composition  work  of  the  first  and  second  years 
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has  been  increased  in  amount,  but  simplified  in  quality.  A 
course  in  the  history  of  American  literature  has  been  added 
and  a  course  in  argumentation  and  debate  for  the  senior 
year.  We  are  attempting  to  enlarge  vocabularies  by  teaching 
a  long  list  of  Latin  roots,  prefixes  and  suffixes  and  by  constant 
drill  in  the  derivation  of  words. 

THE    CHIEF   NEED. 

The  chief  need  of  the  high  school  at  present  is  an  en- 
larged teaching  force.  We  need  the  whole  building  and  two 
additional  teachers.  The  table  below  shows  the  comparative 
condition  in  the  city  high  schools  of  New  Hampshire:

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As  wall  be  seen  the  average  number  of  pupils  per  teacher 
has  increased  from  29  to  31,  but  this  is  not  so  important  as 
the  total  number  of  pupils  whom  the  teacher  must  meet  daily 
in  her  recitations.  In  the  old  high  school  three  studies  were 
required  of  the  pupils  and  so  the  average  number  of  recita- 
tions for  each  teacher  was  88.  Now  with  four  studies  required 
each  teacher  averages  123,  and  three  of  the  teachers  have  over 
150,  one  of  them  having  175.  No  argument  is  needed  to  con- 
vince that  no  teacher  can  do  effective  work  with  150  pupils 
each  day.  If  this  could  be  reduced  to  100,  it  would  mean 
much  in  the  efficiency  of  the  school. 

In  the  old  high  school  each  teacher  had  five  recitations  a 
day;  beginning  with  this  year  each  has  six.  This  condition, 
together  with  the  size  of  her  classes  overburdens  each  teacher, 
and  handicaps  the  work  of  each  pupil.  In  a  one  session  school, 
where  no  pupil  can  stay  for  help  at  the  close  of  school  and 
where  many  find  it  impossible  to  come  back  in  the  afternoon, 
the  teachers  need  small  classes  or  else  a  free  daily  period  to 
help  the  backward.  Neither  of  these  things  can  be  done  with- 
out an  enlarged  teaching  force.  We  have  lengthened  the 
school  day,  shortened  the  recess,  required  each  teacher  to 
teach  the  full  day,  and  given  up  all  classes  required  but  by 
few  pupils.  For  these  reasons  I  am  certain  that  the  growth 
of  the  school  calls  for  two  additional  teachers. 

This  would  not  be  so  large  an  additional  expense  as 
appears  at  first  sight,  for  one  of  these  additional  teachers 
could  take  as  regular  work  the  drawing  for  which  we  have 
now  a  special  teacher  at  an  expense  of  $150.  This  contem- 
plated moving  of  the  two  grades  now  in  the  high  school  build- 
ing would  also  mean  a  considerable  saving  in  the  cost  of  heat, 
lighting  and  ventilating  the  high  school,  and  this  because  the 
building  must  be  heated  and  ventilated  throughout  the  after- 
noon for  the  two  rooms  that  are  in  session.  I  estimate  this 
saving  at  $250.  Respectfully  submitted,

REPORT 

OF   THE 

TEACHER  OF  MUSIC. 


To  THE  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Sir:  It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  herein  submit  to  you  my 
annual  report. 

On  the  whole  there  has  been  a  successful  year's  work 
done.  The  teachers  have  been  conscientious  and  the  pupils 
have  shown  commendable  interest,  and  if  we  are  not  better 
satisfied  with  the  results  than  in  past  years  it  is  because  our 
standards  have  kept  pace  with  our  progress.  It  is  recognized 
by  all  of  us  that  the  capacity  for  the  enjoyment  of  good  music 
depends  largely  on  the  individual  power  of  the  pupils  to  read 
and  interpret  the  themes,  and  an  intelligent  grasp  of  the  the- 
ory of  its  notation. 

We  have  a  course  of  study  calling  for  the  accomplish- 
ment of  a  definite  amount  of  work  in  each  grade,  to  the 
achievement  of  which  we  are  concentrating  our  efforts.  And 
this  course  of  study  comprehends  all  that  is  expected  in  the 
most  advanced  centers  of  education,  where  the  normal  condi- 
tions are  that  every  grade  teacher  is  thoroughly  competent 
for  the  performance  of  his  or  her  part  of  the  program.  It  is 
obvious  that,  if  a  class  is  compelled  by  force  of  circumstances 
to  pass  a  year  with  a  teacher  who  is  incompetent  in  any  given 
subject,  it  must  be  put  hopelessly  behind  its  grade  in  that 
subject  for  the  balance  of  its  course.  Hence  the  importance 
of  selecting  grade  teachers,  when  new  ones  are  to  be  chosen, 
who  are  both  able  and  willing  to  co-operate  with  the  special 
teacher. 

A  strong  effort  is  being  made  on  the  part  of  the  upers- 
visors  throughout  the  state  to  secure  a  higher  standard  of 
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results  in  the  music  department  of  the  pubHc  schools,  and 
this  report  is  intended  to  place  these  facts  before  the  com- 
mittee and  to  put  in  a  plea  for  local  conditions  favorable 
to  our  standing  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  the  best  in  the 
state.  Commendable  work  is  being  done  at  the  Normal 
school  at  Plymouth  in  the  preparation  of  young  teachers 
in  the  subject  of  music,  and  the  standards  have  been  greatly 
improved  throughout  the  country  in  the  last  few  years: 
and  it  goes  without  saying  that  every  one  connected  with 
our  local  schools  takes  a  just  pride  in  their  high  standards 
in  all  the  departments  of  the  school  system. 

In  the  high  school  we  have  for  the  first  time  four 
classes  in  theory  numbering  in  all  fourteen  pupils  ; 
interest  in  the  subject  on  the  part  of  the  students  was  never 
so  good  as  at  the  present  time.  Last  winter  the  high  school 
chorus  gave  a  concert  in  which  the  program  consisted  of 
the  Cantata  "The  Rose  Maiden"  by  Cowen,  in  which  they 
were  assisted  by  outside  talent  as  soloists.  They  were  thus 
associated  with  people  of  musical  culture  in  the  rendition  of  a 
work  of  high  order,  and  the  results,  from  the  standpoint  of  its 
effect  upon  the  spirit  of  the  school,  came  nearer  to  our  ideals 
than  we  had  ever  before  attained. 

An  expensive  Victor  talking  machine,  the  gift  of  Hon. 
E.  W.  Rollins,  along  with  a  good  selection  of  records,  has 
been  added  to  the  musical  equipment  of  the  high  school. 
These  records  include  performances  of  some  of  the  most  re- 
nowned vocal  and  instrumental  artists,  and  selections  from 
the  great  masterpieces  in  musical  composition,  as  well  as 
some  of  the  best  examples  of  popular  music. 

Once  more,  acknowledging  my  obligations  to  the  super- 
intendent, the  school  committee,  my  fellow  teachers,  and  all 
others  who  have  contributed  in  any  way  to  whatever  of  suc- 
cess has  come  to  my  work  in  the  past  year,  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit  this,  my  tenth  annual  report.
